TAMPA, Fla. (UPD-'Wjree 
black men, Including two who 
have bfeen active In revolutlona- 
ry activity In the San FYanclsco' 
' Bay area, se.ized a Trans World 
airlines jetllher in Albuquerque 
early Saturday and hijacked it 
to Cuba. 

The three men, wanted in the 
murder of a New Mexico 
policeman, brandished automa- 
tic weapons and a knife in 
conunandeering (he aircraft to 
Havana. ' 

Bobert,J^. Gooc^jvin, 24, also 
known as Ralph Goodwin, of 
— Berkeleyy — and . Michael. R. 
Finney, 20, of Oakland, were 
members of the Republic of 
N6W Africa organization based 
in Berkeley, a group that 
advocates establishment of a 
black nation in the south. It 
was founded in 1968 in.Oetroit, 
Mich, llie other hijacker was 
identified as Charlei^HlU, 21, of 



Albuquerque. 

The hijacked aircraft landed . 
in Tampa for more fuel and to 
allow 32 passengers to dlsem- 
l>ark. Six crewmembers, includ- 
ing three stewardesses, were 
taken on to Havana. 
' The FAA said it learned from 
Havana that the crew was 
"safe and sound" shortly after 
the plane arrived in. Cuba at .. 
8:49 a.m.,. and- that Quban' 
authorities had the hijackers In 
custody. 

The FAA said late Saturday 
it had not been able to . 
determine, when the- air cr aft . 
would be returned to the United 
^tes. 

L "Don't worry, I've been there 
yself , ' ' a stewardess reported- 
ly told passengers when she 
informed them a hijack to Cuba 
was in progress, A hijacker 
held a cocked pistol to the head 
of the stewardess. 



FBI slates 
air search 



WOODLAND. Wash. (UPD- 
The FBI said Saturday aircraft 
would search the entire route 
from Seattle to Reno for a 
hijacker whp parachuted from 
an airliner with $200,000 ran- 
som. 

Julius Mattson, special agent 
in" charge In Portland, Ore., 
said the "whole vector" of the 
jetliner's flight would be 
covered when the weather 
clears. There is presently a 600- 
foot visibility ceiling. 

The plane's route passed over 
PorUand, Ore., Medford, Ore., 
and Red Bluffy Calif., before 
landing in Reno. 

Saturday's activity centered 
around a wooded area near 
Woodland, Wash., where the 
FBI believes the man might 
tiave Jumped with a white bag 
of money Wednesday night. 

''We feel he's In this area,'' 
FBI agent Thomas Manning 
said of the three-by-flve-mil^ 
stretch of rough timber country 
35 miles north of Portland. "If 
we have to, we'll cover every 
square foot of It." 

A search plane spotted 
"something white" nine miles 
northwest of the main search 
are^, but it turned out to be a 
piece of white plastic, pirobably 
left by loggers. 

Drizzling rain and low clouds ' 
forced the FBI to call off itn 
afternoon air search of the tiny 
area where they believe the 
man might be hiding, possibly 
with a broken leg. 
_ The hijacker, _a swarthy, . 
middIeWige3~man who caQe^ 
himtelf "D. B. Cooper," took 
over a Northwest Airlines 727 
with a "bomb" .during a flight 
from Portland Wednesday. 

He forced the plane to land at 
■Seattle, collected four para- 
chutes and $200,000 In $20 biUs ' 




The hijacking was the second 
this week in the United States 
and the 24 th so far this year. 

One of the passengers, Kent 
Swigard, 24, a reporter for the 
Stwkesman Review in Spokane, 
Wash., described the hijackers 
as "organized and incredibly 
calm." $wigard and his wife 
Marie were on their way to 
'New 1^ork for a vacation. 

"The plane was 98 per cent 
filled and they were Just about 
to close the door when 'these- 
three came bursting in with the 
.last passenger," he said.'Aftfcr 
-the— plane— faegan-.to—t«; 
stewardess announced the pi 
would make an "unscheduled 
stopi" 

Authorities said the pilot 
the Boeing 727 radioed shortlj 
after takeoff that, the hijackers 
ordered him to fly to Atlanta, 
but the flight plan was later 
changed and the craft flew to 
Tampa. It landed there about 7 
a.m. 

nie hijackers ordered the 
pilot to refuel on (he runaway 
and promised to let the 
passengers off. 

Tlie passengers, after being 
questioned by the FBI, wan- 
dered about the Tampa air 
terminal while ^A officials 
figured out bow best to handle 
them. TWA said later the 
passengers would be routed on 
to their destination "on the first 
available flights" from Tampa. 

TWA at first said actor 
Dustin Hoffman was on board 
but later said it was not the 
actor but a passenger listed as 
J. Dustin Hoffniarf. The FBI in 
Tampa said the screen star was 
"definitely not" a passenger. 
. Police said the. three hijack- 
ers were suspects in the 
shooting death of New Mexico 
state policeman Robert Rosen- 
bloom Nov. 3. RosenHoom was 
gunned down after he stopped

SAIGON ( UPI )— Communist 
guerrillas in Cambodia struck 
back Satun;tay for the first time 
In the 6-day-old allied offensive, 
and fresh arms caches indicat- 
ed they are gearing up for a 
full-scale counterattack, field 
reports said. 

South Vietnamese troops 
backed by heavy U.S. air 
stupport slogged through the 
Cambodian rubber country 
north of-Saigon-against minor 
Communist resistance. 

South Vietnamese observation 
.helicopter pilots discovered four 
b-esht ammunition caches . 15 
nUlei^horth of the Cambodian 
rubber town of Krek and 20 
miles north of the Vietnamese 
border. 

The caches were not stored in 
btuikers or eveti buried ii) the 
ground but w^e lying above 
ground covered gfeen 
"plastic sheets —i strong 
indication that they had just 
been moved in and that the 
guerrillas are building up for a 
counter-attack. 

Helicopter gunships rocketed 
the caches, which tilew up in a 
series of secondary - explosions 
indcating that they laisely 
consisted of rocket and mortar 
^ells. A U.S. BS2 strike also 
was called in to blanket the 



area. 

Can^bodian governmenr 
troops skirmished with North 
Vietnamese attackers, on three 
sides of Ptinom Penh Saturday, 
UPI correspondent Kate Webb 
reported from the Cambodian 
capital, but there was no sign 
of qgy serious push on the city.

Maybe those of us in the FBI are narrow- 
minded when we frown on indiscretions 
involving unmarried couples . . . Maybe we 
are intolerant when we refuse to permit our ' 
personnel to participate in the activitlea of 
groups and organizations that are hostile to;n 
our government . . . Maybe we are old- 1 , 
fashioned when we frown upon extreme hair 
styles and wearing apparel. If we are, I aSh 
confident that you and the majority of the 
American people share 'our viejra. 

The Bureau's achievements over the 
years have been the direct rteult of the kind 
of men and women who have served In the 
FBI. . .peoplelikeyott'. . .dean<nt,MghIy 
intelligent, dedicated Americana , of the 
ftieat moral diaractar who are totdlj' loyal' 
to thdr countty and to thie organtaatian tit 
whidi they work. 

We h^ve exacting standards In the FBI 
,and we apologize to no onei for them. We 
have no Intention of arbitrarily com- 
prom^ng these standards to accommodate .

All of you have 
shared their hardships and dangers and we 
can be grateful that the toll in human life 
hasn't lieen greater. 

The hazards of being a law enforcement 
officer ... an FBI Agent , . . continue 'to 
increase at an alarming rate as certain 
elements in our society are determined to 
defy lawful authority and are encouraged in 
. it by some vituperative; segments of the . 
news media. 

Despite the fact that FBI Agents act in 
self-defense and use firearms only as a last 
resort ... armed criminals, displaying 
' ~ Sfiocidhg contend Tor aulhorirty^ph'tf^ 
life, have engaged our [fersonnei in 67 gun 
battles since 1966. In addition . . . during a 
recent 12-month period, no less than 105 
Bureau Agents ..were assaulted while 
fulfilling their official responsibilities. 

Disregard for lawand order Is encouraged 
by hatemongers, extremists, and others who 
assert that revolution against society is 
justified and i^ecessary . . . and that men 
should be permitted to murder, rob, loot, 
and pillage with impunity to achieve their 
goals. 

Some of us are old enough to remember 
the hoarse, terrifying, mindless roars of 
WQer Youth; and though it is a frightful 
filing to say. It most nevCTttidessbe add: A 
thing not too dissimilar Crom Hitler Youth 
'liSS been abroad open the campuses, and 
elsewhere in this country. 

Ihey have twisted and perverted rights 
' Into Ocense of taiteDectual terrorism, into a 
consdpus subversion of lawhil national 
purposes constitutionally arrived at. 

The U. S. Supre me Court has said. "Civil 
' government cannot :Iet any gro^ ride

It is the end product of a chaotic 
philosophy which maintains that there is no 
such thing as right or wrong, guilt or in- 
nocence, and which accuses responsible 
authority of violating rights and restricing 
freedom when It responds to protect society 
from vile depredations. 

Society, to survive, must protect itself 
from ThTIawtreaker . or course, there are 
some who maintain that to imprison a 
criminal, to place him behind bars, is to 
dehumanize him. 

Incarceration for the lawbreaker is 
certainly no more - dehumanizing than a 
rationale that would Yibve us believe that 
man is without fault and should nbt be held 
responsible for his deeds . , . that he is a 
helpless Victim of forces that he can neither 
master nor control ., . that he is in effect a 
mlndlesa brute who, whllelie waQca erect, ia 
tedly no different from -the sagave beast. 

Warped and distorted concepts such as 
thi^ only aerve to encourage the lawless 
and erode the mord knd spfritnd strength 
of our Niatlon. 

TooLlpng we havi concerrted oursjelves 
with the plight of the crimlnd.' We 'have 
coddled him, we have shown him our 
compassion, our mercy and our leniency 
and, unrepentant, he has shown us his con- 
tempt. .\ ■ . 

Justice is not served vAien innocent vic- 
tims and aodety auffer while the vidoua 
crimlnd goes firee.

Nor can Justice tie served as long as there 
are some who suggest and otners who 
believe that law enforcement itself is a 
sinister threat to our free society. 

There are a few Jourfialistic prostitues 
who in their Jaundiced outlook \spon realities 
and truth attribute the increase in crime as 
somehow the fault'of the FBI or the result of 
inadequate performance by It. They do not 
merely skirt but ignore completdy,the fact 
that the overwhelming part of the increase 
in crime has been in areas where 4he FBI 
has neither the authority nor Jurisdiction, 
namely at the jocal and State levd.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI)— Irish Republican extre- 
mists unleashed one of their 
most intensive campaigns of 
killings and bombings in 
Northern Ireland Saturday 
spreading terror among early 
Christmas sfibppiers, an army 
spokesman said. _ 

The British army said ^ 
gunmen of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) killed 
at least three persons and 



bombed scores of buildings in a 
wave of violence that left few 
areas or the British-ruled 
province untouched. 

It brought to 133 the number 
of persons killed in violence in 
Northern Ireland this year, 
including, 39 British soldiers, 11 
policemen, two members of the 
volunteer Ulster Defense Re- 
giment and 81 civilians.

(UPI)— A 
Oystal City, Tex., Chicano 
school board member Saturday 
told delegates to a political con- 
vention seeking to make Chlca- 
no voting power a national polh 
tical force that he had strong 
doubts Ahe efforts would suc- 
c^d. 

Mario Campion said attempts 
to organize an- effective Mexi- 
can-American voting block had 
failed so far in states like Cali- 
fornia and Tixas, both of which 
had a large number of (3iicano 
residents. 

Campion spoke un the second 
day of the convention ^scheduled 
to end Sunday, which opened on 
a campus of Southern Colorado 
State College Friday. The piir- 
pose of the meeting was to form 
ways of turning the La Raza 
Unida Party into a national po- 
litical force. 

Only general assemblies of the 
delegates from throughout the 
West were open to all n|ews me- 
dia. Workshops were open only 
to Chicano reporters. 

Campion said the reason Chi- 
canes had success in Oystal 
C'ity in OTgamzing politically was 
due to the concentrated numbers 
and cohesiveness of Mexican- 
American residents. 

He said the effort at organlz- ' 
inK.had been unsuccessful in 
other Texas cities because of the 
Oiicanos' failure to unite behind 
common ^oals and causes. 

On Friday, Denver Oiicano 
leader Rodolfo "Corky" Gon- 
zales opened the convention by 
calling for unity at the voting 
booth of Mexican-Americans and 
criticizing the_Democratj£ and 
Republican partiesTor exploit^ 
ing the Chicano vote. 

Among other speakers sched- 
uled before the end of the con- 
vention Stmday was Albert L. 
Gurlilie, gubematoflalrandldBte 
in Colorado of La Raza Unida 
in 1970.

The terms announced' by

Arbitration OKM 
in German strike 



BONiTlUPb —Labor leaders 
Saturday accepted an industry 
-proposal to begin special ar- 
bitration of tl^ metal workers 
strike which has put nearly 
360,000 men out of work and 
threatened to shut down West 
Germany's key automobile in- 
dustry. 

A union spokesman said 
representatives of the two sides 
would sit down in Wiesbaden 
with a neutral mediator on 
Monday, one week after the 
walkout began over a pay 
dispute. 

'The uniqn decision raised 
hopes for a speedy conclusion to 
the strike and subsequent 
lockout which government offi- 
cials feared would shutter 
automobile-making plants. - 

About 120,000 employes in 
various plants in the south 
German regions of North Baden 
and North Wuerttemburg 
walked off the job Monday when

Industry leaders then reject- 
ed a mediator's suggestion that 
wage talkstlie fe-opened on the 
basis of a 7.5 per cent increase 
and retaliated against the strike 
by locking out 360,000. .metal 
workers, including the strikers.

Hiere the Mary Rose would 
have lain forever except for the 
comparatively new science of 
niarine archaeology. Undis- 
mayed by official indifference a 
group of amateur underwater 
archaeologists have formed 
"Hie MA7 .Rbse Associatton" 
to salvage as much as possible 
of what they consider to be the 
most important known wreck lii 
northwest Europe. 

They have financed them- 
selves untU now because they 
believe the Mary Rose, from 
guns and timbers already 
salvaged, to have been of a 
revolutionary design that 
marked the final transition 
from long boats to complete 
warships with batteries of guns. 

She Is thus the direct 
ancestor of the wooden-walled 
ships In which daring sea 
captains from Sir - Francis 
Drake to Admiral Nelson 
helped Britannia rule the 
waves. But despite the historic 
place of the Mary Rose In 
Britain's sea tradition the 
archaeologists have ' been 
chronically short of funds and 
equipment. 

Now the Mary Rose conmiit- 
tee Is hoping that by making 
public Its research It will 
receive some of the material 
and money It needs for Its 1972 
program on the site — a mile 
offshore and eight feet under 
the mud. . 

Among other discoveries, ' 
radiographers found that a 
cannon dredged from the 
wreckage was welded together 
350 years before the discovery 
of the oxyacetylene method. 
Alexander McKee, a leading 
miUtary historian and director 
of the expedition, described the 
finding as "fantastic."

He said the terms of 
neutrality and the countries to 
which It would apply are 
questions that will be answered 
Saturday at a ceremony for the 
signing of the declaration.

topics discussed, including neu- 
trality. Communist China's role 
in Oie region and regional 
security, Razak said. 

The meeting mta regarded as 
themost poUtlcaUy significant 
among the countries in the 
Association of ' Southeast Asi^ 
Nations (ASEAN). < 

Razak said agreement to -the 
declaration was h '^p fon- 
ward in oiir (^Malaysia's) 
proposal for the neutralization 
of Southeast Asia to make it a 
zone of peace and stability." 

A government spokesman

SHOSHONE - Fire dealt a teUlng blow to 
Magic Valley ranges In 1971, but the Bureau of 
Land Management Is doing something about it. 

Across Idaho about' one third of the burned- 
over area has been classified as suitable for or 
needing rehabilitation. 

In 1971, 357,000 acres of range lend burned In 
BLM districU In the sUte. In the SoutH'Central 
cegioris, excellent growing conditions in the 
spring produced an abundance of niel. This 
factor, coupled with little precipitation in July 
and August and daytime temperatures ranging 
b-om '90 to over 100 degrees, resulted In the ex- 
ceptionally high incidence of wild' fires which 
tore into range land. 

Nature, the BLM reports, has Its own way of 
rehabilitating these losses — but this y. not 
occuf until after local, livf st^ck and agricultural 
economy has suffered a serious setback. 
Resource managers understand nature's course 
and seek to accelerate its natural, regenerative 
processes. They must find ways to get the range 
back into shape quicker and better. 

William L. Mathews, BLM sUte director, said 
there are five principal .urgent needs for Im- 
mediate rehabilitation of burned over range 
lands : Replacement of range carrying capacity 
for livestock grazing; return of food, cover and 
shelter for game birds and animals; re- 
establishment of a deterrent to the threat of dry 



winds blowing unanchored soil onto nearby 
farms, ranches, towns, cities and Jhi^hwa^^s; 
•. repair of damaged water producing cdpacity 'of 
the burned lands, and prevention of Invasion of 
weeds which act as hosts for the beet leafhopper 
and cause other damage. 

The value .of Southern Idaho's low elevation 
' range lands Is not only In the Importance of 
pounds of gain realized by the animals, but Is 
also In the provision of critical seasonal grazing. 

There are Instances, the BLM reports. In 
which a fire may temporarily Improve range 
feed production and studies haye been made to 
determine the best conditions for controlled 
' burning. ' 

Fire, as a range management tool, Is used 
only when Inter^sive managen^ent ^nd protection 
are used following' Its use. In the long run, \in- 
controUed wild fire can mean only smaller 
returns for those whose livelihood depends upon 
range land use, Mathews said. 

Each 1971 fire has been followed by an on-the- 
ground Investigation to determine vegetation 
losses, soil conditions, damage tp. Improvements 
and loss of wildlife habitat. Qif the more than 
350,000 acrfes burned, qver 107,000 acres ad- 
ministered by the BLM have been classified as 
being suitable for and needing some sort' of 
treatment. Special technical assistance has been 
furnished by the BlM's Portland Service Center 



and the Idaho Flish and Game Department. 

BiU-Jensen, BI.M specialist In charge of the 
rehabilitation program, reports most of the 
burned areas suitable for treatment are Capable 

, of being seed to crested wheatgrass. Past ex- 
perience, Jensen says, offers ample evidence 
this plant can be established In a relatively short 
time with the best chance of rapidly producing 
botta. ground cover and forage. Crested wheat 
grass is a proven ally of both stockmen and the 
range managST. "• -"-^ 

Jensen says crested wheat grass will provide 
substantial feed for livestock and will help "nail 
down" soil In the face of Idaho's winds. It helps 
hold moisture In place and Is aggressive enough 
to crowd out a large portion of the undesirable 
weeds which come in to threaten beet growers. 

Control of the beet leafhopper is an Interesting 
°icologlcal side effect of range fires In Southern 
Idaho. The United States Department of 

' Agriculture ( USDA) discovered years agp that 
the leafhopper was the culprit in curly top 
disease* to beets. The USDA also learned the 
insects' staple diet consisted of range weeds and 
that they moved onto Ijeet fields for "dessert" 
thus spreading thi virus. The most common 
weeds in the leafhoppers' diet are Russian thistle . 
and tumble mustard which come on burned 
range land in profusion. 
When these weeds dry out at the end of the 



summer, they become another problem by 
coming loose from the soil and blowing helter- 
skelter, damaging fences, -clogginft^ja^lnery 
and piling into ditches, all adding to rangeland 
woes. ' . • 

Jer^sen said crested wheat grass IT f-elatlvely 
resistant to fire. Plantings of the grass will slow 
down a fire which would ordinarily race through 
thick stands of sagebrush and dry cheatgrass. 

Where substantial losses w sagebrush and 
other shrub vegetation has occurred, efforts will 
be made to establish browse to provide cover and 
winter forage for upland game bjrds, deer and 
antelope. 

To further improve habitat for wildlife, the 
"blm will attempt to plant some. lesser known 
species which have proven valuable. Thes? In- 
! elude small bumet, four-wing salt bush 'and 
nomad alfalfa. Sime of the alfalfa may be 
seeded by air in the early spring. 

Successful establishment of seedlings and 
restoration of surviving native vegetation will 
depend on proper grazing managernent in- 
eluding rest from grffzlng during the next two 
grazing seasons. Damaged fences must be 
repaired or replaced and new fences built . 

To the extent that funds are available, BLM 
district managers have been proceeding with 
preparations for rehabilitation work on a 
priority basis.

The amount each aninnal 
needs varies with his individual 
metabolism, age, weight, 
temperament, exercise and 
environment., So, wit^ no more 
Information than I have, I can't 
tell you the amount your cat 
should be eating. I do think he 
should have a pretty complete 
physical with attention given to 
pancreatic function, blood tests 
for anemia and white cell count, 
and a parasite check.

States begin 
research on predator 



RENO — A major research 
effort concerned with 
predators, control of them and 
other related subjects is 
shaping up in the Western 
States. 

On Nov. 18 and 19 
representatives of Agricultural 
Experiment Stations ' from 
Western State Land Grant 
Universities, the U.S. Bureau of 
Sports Fisheries and Wildlife, 
the U.S. jForest Service, 
AgriculturalHResearch Service, 
National Woolgrowers' 
Association arid others met In 
Reno, 

, 1 The group which gathered In 
the College of Agriculture 
conference room on the campus 
of the University of Nevada, 
Reno, comprised an ad hoc 
committee formed! by the 
ivesterh states directors' of 
agricultural experiment 
itatlons to look Into areas of 
predator control research. 

Dr. Ray E. 'Ely, associate 
director of Agricultural Ex-, 
periment Stations In Nevada' 
arranged for the meeting with 
Dr. Don Klebenow, associate 
wildlife management specialist 



P-at('UNR Serving as local 
representative. Dr. Klebenow 
also acted as secretary to the 
committee. 

Accor^ng to Dr. Klebnow, 
the co^nnidjtee traced the need 
for a igreat deal of predator and 
animal control related research 
in view of today's variety of- 
opinions and feelings con- 
cemhig wild animal control and 
management. He said the 
committee set up^ stud^ 
priorities and procedures for 
getting research launched 
within the. next year. 

Four major priority areas 
were established. Dr. Webenow 
said. They include: ■ 

1. To develop and Improve 
non-lethal methods of 
preventing animal predatlon. 

2. To devise methods of 
achieving accurate damage 
assessments to livestock as 
related titt various levels of 
predator control. 

3. To evaluate predator-prey 
populations and their Inter- 
action. 

4. To study the behavior of 
coyo^tes and dogs especially In 
light of how they prey In orde^. 



to assist in the development of 
non-lethal repellents. 

Dr. Klebenow said 
Agricultural experiment 
stations In the West will now 
submit research proposals 
based on these broad objectives 
to t>e reviewed by the com- 
mittee sometime In February. 
Funding for selepted-'^ahidles 
then will be made. Dr. 
Kelebenow said, with actual 
research likely to beghi after 
July I. 1972. 

Vern Vlvlon, president of the 
National Woolgrowers' 
Association from Rawllngs, 
Wyo., attended the two-<lay 
session and praised the con- 
templated research activities of 
the group. He said that the 
sheep Industry in this day and 
age has a number of strikes 
against it including Invasion of 
synthetic clothing materials, 
iinportatlon of sheej} products, 
and a decline In the national 
taste for lamb, not to mention 
predatorsi. 

According to Vivion, ex- 
cessive predator damage to 
sheepmen could be the straw 



that would break many of thelr 
backs, and that this would 
occur without controls. 

"Pressure has been buUdhig 
since the early 196b's," Vivion 
said, "to eliminate predator 
control entirely. This is why we 
are so. very interested In the 
research. If ills possible to keep 
the coyotes or other predators 
away from our sheep without 
killhig them, then that's Just 
what we want. It'll satisfy us 
and the conservationists." 

Among interesting discussion 
at the meeting was the innate 
qualities of the coyote lo sur- 
vive. Scientists who had been 
worlcing to understand the 
animal for many years all 
alluded to his intelligence and 
adaptability which makes him 
a problem to control. Dr. 
Maynard Cgmmlngs, 
University of California wildlife 
specialist at Davis, said that the 
coyote was originally a western 
animal but, in the face of ad- 
yanplng and technological man 
he has expanded his distribution 
to every state in the nation, 
through Canada and to Alaska.

WASHINGTON ( UPI ) - Both 
consumers and farmers got a 
break In food price develop- 
ments during October 'as 
middlemen sharply narrowed 
their margins, an Agriculture 
Department report indicated 
Saturday. 

The report, a monthly review 
of trends in the middleman's 
share of the consumer food 
dollar, said the retaU eost_of a 
^EicaTmarket basket of farm- 
produced foods declined 0.5 per 
cent in October following a drop 
of 0.9 per cent in September. 

At the fiarm level, meaiiwhile, 
returns for foods used in the 
"market basket" calculation 
rose 1,7 per cent in October 
'I^spite the' drop in consumer 
prices. The farm price increase 
fallowed a 3.2 per cent Se|>- 
teml)er decline In the farm 
value of the market basket. 

The explanation for the Oc- 
tober trend of falling retail 
grocery prices in the face of 
higher returns to farmers came 
in the October data on . farm-to- 
retail price spread. 

Ek:onomlst9 said the spreads 
in October averaged l.-tHier cent 
smaller than In Septemtwr. 
Sharp cuts in the middleman's 
rharglns for Items . -hidludlng ' 
pork and fresh fruits more than 
offset 'gains In spreads for 
poultry and eggs.

The 

white "powder" means mildew 

and in some cases it's been so 

bad you can actually see It fly In 

the air when you touch the 

grass. 

Control: Don't worry about it 
as it seems to l>e a problem of 
cool, damp nights of late 
summer and faU. The red 
coloring on grass indicates rust. 
Mtflon bluegrass (a strain of 
Kentucky Blue) is highly 
susceptible to rust disease.

Check them 
over frequently andr^move any 
that have tmned mushy or have 
soft spots.

Ive never heard of any o,ne 
using horse chestnuts for food 
or for a substitute for cofee. I'd 
never recommend anyone 
qrylng them because It's 
generally believed these nuts' 
are' poisonous. 

I Reports have trickled in that 
children have died from eating 
the nuts aittviugh I cannot 
verify this. We do know that 
cattle have died from eating 
leaves and dried fruits of the 
buckeye or horse chestnut. 
There are about 25 species of 
horse chestnuts and the nuts 
from this tree should be con- 
sidered poisonous. 

There's evidence that not only 
are mature nuts dangerous, but 
also the young growth and 
sprouts. 

NOTE: We're not attempting 
to alarm you Into getting rid of 
your horse chestnut tree. Few 
plants are more handsome than 
a horse chestnut in blossom. 
However, we urge you lo teach 
your children not to Ingest the 
nut^". Lear- to respfect this 
handsome tree. Does anyone 
have more information to add to 
this? 

We'd likei to know if anyone 
has found a good use for the 
horse chestnuts now lying on the 
ground.

Sumacs do have 
certain notorious relatives such 
as poison Ivy (Rhus radicans), 
poison sumac (R. vemlx) and 
poison oak (r. Toxicodenclron). 

Several of the nompolsonous 
suma'cs' (Still need to' be 
"discovered" by home gar- 
deners.- They have ornamental 
merits beyond' their uniquely 
brilliant autunrui foliage and 
berries. And they flourish on 
paHched, virtually .sterile sites. 
In "tree" types, shining sumac 
(R. copalUna) . Is valuable 
massed or In the shrub border. 
It flowers In August, has 
lustrous dark green leaves 
turning shiny scarlet In autumn, 
h-owned* with, large heads of 
showy fruit. Very hard.

Inaction 
assailed 
by Nader 

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Con- 
tending that the government's 
auto safety agency is moving 
too slow, Ralph Nader today 
urged Transportation Secretary 
Jolm A. Volpe to personally 
Intervene In the Investigation of 
defective engine mounts on 
1965-69 Chevrolets. 

The consumer advocate said 
the Traiuportation Depart- 
ment's Netlbnal Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) has spent two years 
investigating complaints about 
engine mounts and still has not 
acted. In a letter to Volpe, 
Nader said he has received 
mbre Uian 300 complaints about 
engine mounts since Sep- 
tember. 

General Motors has received 
"at least 1,500," and the 
automaker also has conceded 
that- it had replaced under 
warranty guarantee "some 
100,000 engine mounts," Nader 
claimed. 

"You must act to halt the 
spread of this mechanical 
epidemic whic^ may afflict as 
many as one in 10 cars now on 
the nation's highways," Nader 
told Volpe. 

Ho accused the NHTSA of 
"callous disregard" for the 
safety of 1965-69 Chevrolet 
owners, and urged Volpe to take 
Imfhediate action to order GM 
to notify the owners of the 
possible defects.

Soviet trading 
limit may ease

The late US. Sen. Estes D. . 
Kefauver once called Adonis 
one of the most astute and - 
dangerous gangsters ta the 
United States. Adonis suffered 
•from a lung edema— an abnor- 
mal accumulation of liquid 
matter— and cardiac complica- 
tions.

U.S. exports to the Soviet 
Union this y^ar ire expected to 
total less than $300 million, a 
tiny slice of a worldwide export 
total that ta 192p topped |80 
union. Soviet exports to 
America in 1970 totaled $64 
million mainly In furs, dia- 
monds and ores.

FORT COLUNS, Colo. I UPD- 
Normally ground-bound senior 
quarterback Jim Erickson 
closed-ti fit Ijaj olleglate career 
in high style Saturday running 
for a touchdown, passing for 
another gnd gaining over 100 
yards on the ground in directing 
Colorado State tp a 38-21 non- 
conference win' over New 
Mexico State. 

Erickson, who head coach 
.ttejy. Wampfler said he was 
embarassed to have practice 
with the varsity a year.agp, 
ran for 123 yards and passed 
for an additional 150 in leading 
CSU to its third straight victory 
following eight straight losses 
earlier in the season. 

The 38 points was CSU's 
largest output since they beat 
Wichita State 50-21 in the second 
game of 1969. The loss ruined 
New Mexico State's hopes of an 
over .500 season, dropping them

Erickson began the assault 
after the opening kickoff, 
directing CSU 76 yards, all on 
the ground, in 13 plays and 
running 6 yards for a touch- 
down. CSU opened the second 
quarter in similar fashion, 
scoring the first time it had the 
ball. This time Erickson, 
passing for the third time, hit 
tight end Jim Kennedy with a 16 
vard touchdown pass. 

I.awrence Cutcheon scored 
his 27th career touchdown the 
next time CSU got the ball, 
running two yards for a scor6 
and a Ram school record. Oscdr 
Reed, now of the Minnesota 
Vikings, set the old mark with 
26 toacbdowM during the 1965- 
sTleasons. 

McCutcheon's run followed a 
fumble by Aggie running back 
Ralph brown on his own 48, 
Bruce Torgerson, who kicked 
five extra points, booted a 39 
yard field goal with 23 seconds 
left In the first half as CSU 
scored on each second quarter 
possession. 

The Rams, held scoreless in 
the third quarter, added two 
touchdowns in the final period.

Rupp, Wooden are criticized 



ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. 
(UPI)— New Mexico basketball 
coach Bob ,JOng kald Saturday 
coaches Johnny Wooden of 
UCLA and Adolph Rupp of 
Kentucky were trying to protect 
their teams' supremacy 
through their influence on S}p 
NCAA Rules Committee.

King said he believed Wooden 
and Rupp supported the new 
rule because it would eliminate 
stalling tactics and speed up 
the offensive end of the game. 

"Why should people who 
advocate the 30-second clock 
such as (Johnny) Wooden and 
( Adolph ) Rupp— who can get all 
the talent they want anyway— 
dictate the rules for the rest of 
us," said King. "You wonder if 
Wooden and Rupp need the 
Rules Committee to help 
protect their , string of NCAA 
championships by controlling 
the amount of strategy that can 
be thrown at them.'" 

The New Mexico coach called 
the-^new rule, "impossible to 
officiate," and said if officials 
did try to enforce it, they would

**BBRLIN (UPD-llie Sept. 3 
agreement by the Big Four 
ambassadors to "strive to 
promote elimination of tension 
and prevention of compUca- 
• tloiis" in Berlin probably will 
resiJt in the end of what must 
be the smallest U.S. Army 
garrison in the world. 

"rhe garrison has two to three 
American soldiers. Ttiey are 
stationed in Stelnstuecl(en, West 
Berlin's own little Island in 
East Germany. 

One of the strangest aspects 
of the strange West Berliij 
situation Is that not only is 
West Berlin cut off and walled 
■ In but it has "colonies" or 
'(enclaves" as they are called 
here inside the surrounding 
Easf German territory. 
, West Berlin, an Island itself, 
has satellite Islands of Its own. 

Steinstuecken is one of U of 
such enclaves. But only ^In- 
stuecken, with ISO residehts, 
' and Elskeller, with 27 residents, 
are inhabited by West Berli- 
ners. 

Hie Big Four ambassadors In , 
their agreement took note of 
the* enclave problem, llie 
agreement said, "the problems 
of the small enclaves, Including 
Steinstuecken, and other small 
areas 'hibV be solved by' 
exchange of territory." 

West Berlin and Bast Ger- 
man officials now are discuss- 
ing the enclaves. One proposal 
Is to exchange th« enclave of 
Wueste Mark, which is 'uninha- 
bited, farm for the small 
bit of East German territory 
separating Steinstuecken from 
West Berlin. «« 

Three-qtiarters of a mile of 
East German territory sepa- 
rates the -31. &-'acre ° enclave 
with its 48 houses from the 
American sector borough of 
Zehleondorf to which It belongs. 

Only re^tered residents of 
Steinstuecken may ^ab the one 
road that runs through barbed 
wire to the hamlet. It takes at 
least three days for a West, 
Berlin repairman to get permis- 
sion to go out there.

There Was a s light fear that 
the East Germans might try to 
annex the hamlet again. On 
Oct. 18, 1951, they provoked a 
Berlin crisis by sending their 
police in and announcing the 
' enclave had been incoporated 
Into the nearby city of 
Pdtsdam. 

Five days later, in the face of 
strong American protests, the 
Russians told- the E^t Ger- 
mans to get out. ' 

There has not been an 
Incident reported In Stein- 
stuecken since four years ago 
when an American military 
policeman tluvw a tear gas 
grenade at a border guard who 
had stoned him.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)-John 
Bennett is an eggbeater freak. 

A year ago the 32-year-old 
freelance photographer reluc- 
tantly accompanied his 'Wlfe 
and l)rother to a second liand 
store and— zap^he was hooked. 

"I didn't want to go but I went 
along anyway. My wife and 
brother were looking through 
old clothes iuul,.things when I 

found one. l ^ 

"I started twirling It. It was 
old but worked perfectly. I was 
fascinated with the turning 
blades and the 'whlrllUIIl' 
sound. It was just like a toy— it 
was beautiful." — 

On impulse, Bennett bought It 
for a quarter and now 32 
eggtieaters later he owns what 
may be one of the world's 
largest collection of such 
devices. 

"I once had around 50," he 
said, "but I got rid of the 
duplicates." 

They hang on two walls of the 
kitchen in his Echo Park home, 
nearly all different models- 
wood, cast iron, steel, plastic— 
of one of man's handiest In- 
ventions. 

"I never Intended to be the 
collection type," Bennett said o( 
his new fouiid love. "I always 
thought of collectors as kind of 
strange people." 

But with a surge of enthu- 
siasm, he started his collection 
and initiated a research project 
on the history of the eggbeater. 

"It was very difficult to look 
up information. Probably the 
noaln thing I found Is that very 
little has been written about 
eggbeaters." 

But Bennett did find that 
before the contraption' <^sgne 
along, eggs were -benih wlW 
paddles or whisks. Birch 
brooms six inches long were 



used in colonial times. Another 
method was to cut a small hole 
in the end of the egg, insert a 
twig and then twirl the twi^ 
between the palms of the hand. 

All that changed pne day in 
the early 1870s when the rotary- 
crank eggbeater was bom. The 
principle was revolving blades 
driven by two geared wheelSi 

Bennett has never paid more 
than a dollar for one of his 
beloved eggbeaters and friends 
have contributed to his collec- 
tion. He even started an 
eggbeater society. It's called 
Friends of Eggbeater.

The overall figure 
for the country, excluding 
Alaska and Hawaii, was 27.2 per 
cent. 

Individual power systems 
within these regions may have 
Inadequate reserves, but most, 
systenis are hooked into power 
grids that allow them to 
aqtomatically draw current 
from other nearby systems. 

Ihe commission said it was

One of the leading causes of 
college campus deaths in the 
United States, after accidents, 
Is suicide.. In recent years 
drug overdoses have added to 
the-grim' toll. Colleges and 
universities across the country 
have Increased their bounseling 
staffs and added full or .part 
time psychiatrists' in an effort 
to deal with student anxieties. 
But often flrst aid for the mind 
is ne^d in the small hours of 
the morning when the effects of 
bad drug .trips and the burdens 
of loneliness are often greatest. 

Ibat's where "Fone" comes 
in. The program has befn in 
operation at Kansas State since 
February, 1970. A volunteer 
staff of about 40 students works 
in shifts at telephones from 5 
pjn. to 7 Bjn. seven days a 
week waiting for someone In 
real or imagined trouble to call 
for advice or simply to talk. 

Though they are not profes- 

screened in an interview with 
members of a student steering 
conunittee. According to Gloria 
Chapman, a senior from Union, 
N.J., and chairman of the 
committee, persons who want 
to talk rather than listen are 
reJected.'^TWe are not interest- 
ed in people who want to lay 
their own rap on someone 
else," Gloria told UPI. "We are 
here to Usten and provide . 
information from a sympathetic f 
source." 

This fall, Fone has been 
averaging about seven calls a 



night. Two students, a male 
and fMiiile,! dfe^T-on- duty 
through the night In shlfti: "We 
,>^ve~mal9s and females oh 
duty to set .up a broader range 
of experience to help the caller.'- 
Often someone wants to talk to 
j w rn ee he o f a spec i fic mi , " 



Gloria said. "For example, a 
girl with a problem pregnancy 
doesn't want to talk to a guyr 
or a girl with a problem about, 
a boy friend might want a 
guy's side." 

Fone shares its facilities in a 
Manhattan house with a drug 
education and a draft counsel- 
ing center. It receives financial 
support from the student 
government, but Is independent 
of the government. 

Gloria said more girls call 
than men and that' most of the 
callers simply want to talk to 
someone they can trust. Fone 
also receives calls from women 
seeking information about abor- 
tions and persops asking how to 
identify a particular drug. 
These calls are referred to 
other organizations, or profes- 
sionals. ■ 

Kansas State's program is 
not unique. -SiffiilBT operations 
have cropped up In campuses 
across the country. But the 
exact number of crisis situation 
igenc l e s is n ot-kni 
"We are trying to set up a 
file of centers across the United 
,States," Gloria said. "We havkl 
a stack of about 60 cards from , 
other organizations, but I'd say 
that's no more than 20 per cent 
of the total. They are springing 
up all over since It's such a 
necessary service." 

Fone was Initiated by a 
student who has since graduat- 
ed. It was suggested by the 
Mental Health Section of' 
Cafane Student Health Center 
at Kansas State. A study by the 
center revealed that troubled

other students and to refer 
them to other sources of help 
when necessary." 

Gloria said Fone does not 
receive many calls from 
persons suffering . from bad 
drug trips. "The drug people 
feel we are too straight and 
they will find more help among 
the drug oriented conununity.

Mitchum is the "recognizable" 
star of "Going Home." 

"Recognizable" because in 
this movie he is actually given a, 
part he can work with. With 
Michum, this is a rarity. Too 
often he is wasted in poor pic- 
tures. And while "Going Home" 
Is nothing spectacular, it is not 
necessarily a poor picture, 
either. 

The only problem with this 
film is that It tends to 1XK5K too 
much like a lot of other Robert 
Jlilitchum motion pictures. It is. 
almost fhm a collection of 
scenes from the earlier pic- 
tures. In this one, like the others, 
Mitchum pleays a heavy; he is 



involved with the legal process 
( Mitchum 's movies typically 
place him on one side of the law 
or the other, for his roles seldom 
Involve hhn In situations that 
allow him to be in between); 
and he is Ugger than life. 
Somehow he makes the whole 
idea Iwarable anyway. 

The picture is about a 
somewhat bitter confrontation 
between father and son. Fifteen 
years ago, the character played 
by Mitchum got drunk and

would have been that the 
human race not go on being 
slaughtered " 

The wbrd.s are those of the 
Susan B. Anthony of today, 
great-ruece of the woman who 
was a potent voice and actimt 
in the antislavery movement 
durinig and after the Civil War, 
who also was one of the 
powerhouses c^f the suffrage 
movement that culminatcdTwith 
the 19th Amendment granting 
women the right to vote. 

The great suffragist would 
have gone along with women's 
lib to the extent that the real 
goal is. ttiaf'we emerge as the 
toUi woman;'' said her name- 
sake. "But she would have

If you start blowing fuses, you 
may need to use more than one 
circuit for your lighting. 

No. 9. Cover outdoor plug and 
connector Joints with plastic 
wrap to protect them from 
water or snow'and seal the ends 
with tape. 

No. 10. Be sure that only the 
socket (and not the bulb) is In 
contact with cardboard or other 
materials. 

No. 11. Do not use any 120-volt 
light set on aluminum trees. 
Use a colored spot light for this 
type of decoration. 

No. 12. Lighted txilbs produce 
h^t whlah can scorch or 
damage some materials. 
Prolonged contact with catpet, 
chairs or drapes should be 
avoided. K^p'the bulbs well 
ventilated to help dissipate heat 
which wjll build up in a^onf^ed 
space. 

No^ 13. Care should be 
exercised to insure that sockets, 
inside or outside, are free from 
foreign material. 

No. 14. If you i&re planning an 
outdoor display be sure that you 
use outddor-approved lighting

NEW YORK (UPD-Mrs. 
linwood Holton, first lady of 
- Virginia, has turned her talents 
as a political campaigner into 
another type of drive— to help 
families get the mjst for their 
food dollar. 

Specifically, she heads the 
campaign for her husband's 
constfuienVa/Hiut what goes for 
Virginians applies Just as aptly 
to families in the other 49 
states. 

As far as Mrs. Holton knows, 
she's the only wife of a 
govepor involved in a real 
gra^ roots campaign, making 
personal appearances at semin- 
ars with experts both from 
government and business going 
to the housewife with informa- 
tion on food budgeting, meal 
planning and nutrition. 

"We're working the hardest 
at the lower economic levelj' 
said Virginia "Jinks" HoltoA. 
"But we find the middle Income 
families are having a difficult 
time too." 

Officially, the "family food 
dollar" sessions were scheduled 
for fall in 22 geographical 
divisions devised to prevent 
duplication. But Mrs. Holton 
says the program, which 
already hasreachedlhousands, 
will be a continuing educational 
one with the food stamp people, 
the extension service and Roy 
Farmer and his state consiuner 
affairs staff Carrying on. 

One big phase of the program 
has been to teach food stamp 
recipients use of such basics as 
lentils, flour, peanut butter, 
cliick peas, bijj^tep 'ibid m,eats. 

"We found women throwing 
out powdered milk t>ecause they 
didn't know how to use U, " she 
said. "These are the people we 
really need to reach." 

Mrs. Holton dlscusised the 
Virginia program'm a telephone 



conversation from the executive 
mansion in Richmond. She said 
the women want to know more 
about meal planning on the food 
stamp plan, how to plan meals 
for a-famll:^ woridn^a several 
shifts, some even ask ^twut 
tools of the kitchen. . . / . 

"We've found some women 
who had to t>e told what an egg 
beater Is," she said. 

Available at the conferences 
were "The Budget Watcher's 
Cookbook," prepared by the 
Roanoke Valley Nutrition Com- 
mittee and the nutrition section 
of the Virginia Department of 
Health. Its full of low-cost 
menus and buying tips ( "If you 
shop while you're hun^, you 
may buy more than you need 
and your food biU will go up. 
It's wise to shop after you have 
eaten"). 

The seminars also make 
available tips from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Samples: Plan at home. This is 
where good buying begins. Jot 
down items as you think of 
them. 

Make decisions before you 
start your shopping trip. As you 
plan, keep In mind what you 
have, what you need, how the 
item will t»e used, the size, 
color, quantity and quality you 
want, the price, the advertised 
specials. 

Smart shoppers buy needed 
things first, then add the 
extras. One woman told a 
seminar that she took along one 
of those purse-size calculators, 
clicjied off the price of each 
item as she went through the 
store and when she got to her 
limit of t20, stopped. 

Read latwls, compare quality 
and price, check weights of 
fresh produce, check sales slips 
and count your change.

Yet the most important key to 
successful retirement, authoriiics 
say, is the foresight to prepare for 
it well ahead of time. Indeed, ac- 
cording to surveys by Duke Uni- 
vel^ity's Center for the Study of 
Aging, the happiest retirees arc 
those who begin making careful 
plans five, 10 or even 20 years 
ahe|id of time.

Within 
three months they were desperate 
fo^ 'the familiar sounds of -chil- 
dren's laughter, and missed ter- 
ribly the casual visits of their 
family and old friends. 

To avoid such disappoint- 
meAts, experts advise that you 
think long and hard before you 
make major changes in your pat^ 
tern of living. "When you live for 
years in a community you put 
down deep roots." says retire- 
ment planning expert Henry 
Jones. When you move, you be- 
come a stranger in your new 



conimunity. "If yoii move with- 
tout being prepared, you may find 
yourself unbearably unhappy." 

Jfust as a biisinessman tests his 
new ideas, you should test your 
ideas for retirement living.

Harris, Jackson, CHiisholni, Mills, McClos* 
key. Do tiie names mcail anything to yon? 
They're all being mentioned as possible 
Presidents of the United States.' But how 
mbch do we n^Uy know about them? And 
why are they running, even though the odds 
' makers say they haven't a chance? 



Running for President of the United States is. a 
brutally punishing task, even for the candidate who 
has a lot going for him. It requires an endjess, grind- 
ing toil, constant, exhaustii]^ travel and enormous 
sums of' money. It taJkes awa^ a man's leisure time 
for months— often yeEre? And it can virtually de- 



stroy his family life. 

These are formidable sacrifices even for a man 
with such political strength that he can feel the 
prize of the oval office within his grasp— a man 
such as DenAocratic front-runner Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maioe. 

Yet as election' year approaches, the field in- 
evitably becomes studded with lesser candidates 
as well, men wl i u iiiakt tliti Aauic ' gicat in y estt He nt - 



know their chances arc nil. Republicans Jlarold 
Stassen simply beca.me addicted to it. . 

Others do it with the calculation of personal 
ambition, hoping to gain prominence and thus win 
so(ne lesser award: the Vice Presidential nomina- 
tion, for instance. 

Occasionally, a man is driven into the race by 
impassioned personal views on a bumingJssue— 



of health and wealth despite immense odds against 
them. 

What makes these "dark horse" candidates run? 

For one thing, Presidential politicking can exert 
a siren call, an ego-pleasing summdps which df aws 
some men like a moth to a flame, even when they

- • Ahhough^ g cncr aH y tifacrat 'on 
domestic issues, Jackson is an un- 
abashed "hawk" on the Vietnam 
War and a hardliner over all in 
foreign affairs.- He would have 
the lirSr support Israel agatnst^l — 
pressures, and issues dire warn- 
ings that trusting the Russians 
ambunts to dealing with burglars. 

At t_he least, the 59-year-old 
Jackson wants to kccp^lhe parly 
platform— a nd. tl^frpEpwiisca of its 



"nominee— from tunning away from 
these views entirely. ' 

Older hands remember that 
back in 19^, "Scoop" Jackson 
spent a lonely afternoon waiting 
for a call offering the Vice Presi- 
dential nominat4on. The call— 
from Jack Kennedy— went to 
l-ypdon Johnson instead. But 
"Scoop" may hope his phone will 
yet ring next year. After all, it's 
only 12 years later.

Rep. .Shirley Chisholm, the 
tough-minded 'btlack congress- 
woman from Brooklyn, virtually, 
admi t s t i lic h at n o-4lluti<>BS-of- 
winning the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination. But as a 
member of two minority groups- 
blacks and women— she feels that 
she has a unique chance to build 
a coalition from these constituen- 
cies and exert influence on what 
has always-before been "a -vWjile- 
malc decisibn."

For many y'eirs, Rcjj, Wilbur 
D. Mills of Arkansas behaved' as 
if being the .chairman of the 
-powerful House Wa ys-and Means--

old Congressman acts as if he has 
been nibbled by that old, familiar 
insect— the Presidential bug. 

"If I could get the nomination, 
I could beat Nixon,"-B cmocia t 
Mills has said. "I'd sweep the 
South and the border states, I'd 
get the business community and 
a lot of Republican voters'. Labor 
Wouldn't turn me down, and the 
btactcs w6atit" " lalcc me ' over 
Nixon."

Carl Sandburg

It was 1925, and Carl SunJbiirg was com- 
ing to Visit Mary Hardin-Baylor College in 
Texas. As president of the school's entertain- 
ment group I was to meet Mr. Sandburg's 
train and lulcc him immediately ^ a luncheon, 
where 40 guests— some of ihem my profes- 
sors— were anxiously awaiting his Urrival. The 
train pulled in, and, as I cume forward, Mr. 
Sandburg greeted me with, "I want io go to 
a jewelry store." 

Knowing our limited liinc, I suggested we 
shop after Ihe luncheon. He pushed back 
I he lock of steel gray hair that dropped often 
over one eye. "1 want to go to the jewelry 
store now," he said. 

By the lime we got (o Ihe luncheon, we 
were 40 niiniilcs late, and Mr. .Sandburg wus 
the proud owner of a new pair of cudlinks. 
He ollered no apology 1o the guesls. I now 
thought my responsibilities were finished, but 
when Ihe dinner was o.v'er, Mr. Sandburg 
said, "1 would like someone to show inc the 
campus at four o'clock." Of course my serv- 
ices were immediately volunteered. 

We walked around the trtfc-shaded campus, 
where he especially enjoyed" the Texas mes- 
quitcs. As we neared the campus boundry, I 
suggested he rest before dressing for dinner. 

"How far is it Io town?" he inquired. 

"A mile," f said. 

"We will go there."

I told hini I had never heard of such a 
tree. Mr. Sandburg continued /to argue, so I 
promised Io introduce him to Mr. Hunter, ' 
the local druggist and county nislorian. 

On the way to the drugstore he stopped' 
and announced too all passers-by: "I lost my 
1»ttjam«»:^ Take~mc-to ge t so me-new -ones."— 

As a sheltered young lady of -that period, 
I was not supposed to know what men wore 
for sleeping. I fell a blush rushing to thcjop

of my head. I took him to a haberdashery, 
where he immediately made for a five-foot 
Slack of Mexican sombreros. He began try- 
ing them on, admiring himself fore and aft 
in the mirror. 

By , i)ow the clock on the Bell County 
Courthouse had struck six, and I V.iv:% y/e 
weren't going to make dinner. But this made 
no impression on him. He said, "You pick 
out a pair of pajamas for mc"— and went 
right on trying on sombreros. 

I flushed madly lu the manager asked if I 
wanted silk or cotton. I poThtcd to a pair of 
blue-silk pajamas and said, "Give him n pair 
of those." 

After Mr. Hunter had avsurcd'thc poet 
that Sam Bass had never shot up a-Bclton 
tree, we started back to the campus. But at 
this (Hiint, Mr. Sandburg spotted the historic 
Philip Nolan Creek bridge, which he had 
to investigate forthwith.

When we were headed once again toward 
Ihe campus, he stopped and intoned, "I re- 
fuse to return the way we came. I must sec

The alternate route wa.s an unpaved, rocky 
-iUrccl^JJt wa* *ril4 -etirious -about -I he vcge — 
tation as we came to a home with magniflccnt 
trees. When I could not name the species, he 
demanded that I go in and ask the owners. 
To this day I remember my discomfiture at 
having to question those strangers. 

Back on campus, not long before rcciial 
time, he rcqtiesicd icU and toast brought to 
his rootn. The typical recital, including guitiir 
accompaniment, wept off without mishap. 
Someone got him on a train, but not me. I 
was loo tired. 

Eight years later, I met Mr. Sandburg 
again. We were house guests of newspaper 
friends in Arlington, Va. When I told him 
how he had embarrassed mc, he laughed.-

Engluihmait named Basil Boothroyd, 
who lived with.the Royal Family long 
enough to write "Prince 'Philip, An In- 
formal Biography."

Magic Valtey. How one gets them depends' on who he 
Imows and what lie knows. Blade market hard drugs 
such as heroin are scarce and must be sou^t out 
diligently by someone wl^ knows where to find tiiem. 

.— Hie majority of drugs are brought in from 
rjtiifnmtn, tht, nnrthwast coast or Salt Lake aty.

—The drug in greatest use is marijuana; with tlie

TWIN FALLS — It's difficult to establish how many 
drug using violations are committed in a city in £~ 
given t^py. Twin Falls Police Chief Frank Bamett 
lielieves:. 

Bamett compares the drug using violation to the ' 
drunken driving violation. "You don't have a report 
of a violation, Until you catch the oAender, you don't 
know how many crimes have been committed. You 
Just know how many have been caught,' ' he said. _ 

"When you catch a drunk driver you have no way of 
knowing if It Is his first offense or his 200th offense . All 
you know is how nwny times he has been caught," 
Bamett said in likening enforcement of drug abuse to 
drunk driving.

Bamett doesn't fef 1 the number of users is down, 
and "we are having more contact with drug use 
problems." 

"I would say there is no major pusher in the area. 
There probably are several pushing an amount that 
in the major cities would not even be noticed. There 
may bk pushers here for this area, but as far as the 
hard narcotics traffic Is concerned, they are small 
time operators," Bamett said. 

"We liave run into no major amounts of these so 
called hard drugs, "3amett said. 

Baroett feels there Is very little use of hard nar- 
cotics in the Magic Valley. "I would say the major 
problem in this area comes from marijuana." 

Many of the same people who ,starte|t using the 
drugs when drugs were introduced to the area are the 
ones still using them, according to Bamett. 

"I think it is more or less the same group — they 
are all tied together." 1 don't really feel It is quite as 
much the in thing than when the people In this area 
first started talking al>out drugs." He said the adults 
are also starting to get smarter about drugs. 

"Those involved are certainly not geting any 
smarter. However," Bamett quipped.' 

"I don't believe it's as m^li that everyt)ody lias to 
try-it like they-did-a fewyeee»4go, because of talk- 
that they are missing something . I would say It is more 
of a curiosity type of thing." 

"Then you always have the j^oung person who has a 
disordered sense of values who wants to look up to the 
drug pusher instead of his straight parents.

TWIN FALLS — "The only thing 1 ever got out of 
drugs was enough strength to make It to the next 
day," according to ez-herdih addict Rodney 
Daley, Twin Falls. 

"When .ojierson starts out he doesn't think he is 
— going to get IwjkeO. A p e iauii gayg at ni ' Ut, ' ' liu I Ultl — 
not going to get addicted' and the next thing he 
knows, drugs are his life," he said. 

"You don't realize how fast it creeps up on you. It's, 
your life, and how do you get away from your life?" 

Daley is tall and lean. His face is thin. He con- 
ce ntrated hard throu ghout the interview as he.leaned 
forward in his chair. 

His collar-length hair is UoiH,' aFIS Ifls mustacK;' 
He keeps his hair long, he says, "because I think 
those I counsel will open up to mebetter than if I wore 
a crew cut." 

Rodney D^ey began using drugs at the age of 16. as 
. a high sdijioi student at Burley High School. 

' 'I started for a number of reasons, but I don't think 
now tliat any of them were any good," Daley said. "I 
don't tfiink ^y reason to start is a good reason. I 
don't think any Idd starts using drugs for ariy good 
reason." 

"I became disullusioned in life and about the goals I 
Jtad set for myself. It didn't se^m that I would be able 
to attain them," he said. 

Daley said another reason he started taking drugs 
was for lack of ailmethiag to do. "Burley didn'f offer 
anything to keep kids bu^. I was working and going 
to school at the same'Eme," Daley said. 

"The nrst thing I ever took was LSD, I didn't start 
marijuana like many kids do." 

"I was working and going to school at the same 
time," Date^ said."

— "I tHJii ' thHi wft w r tDWt myga frwrnianaia^^ 
hit me, and he Just butdiered up my arm." Daley 
said. It was full of Imiiaes and lacerations. He was - - 
tearing iip Daley's aim so bad that Daley would take 
a diry ayringcf and practice patting the needle in 
UmaeU. 




"I got to where I could do it myself and I could give 
a shot better than any abctor ever could." 

When Daley was arrested one time, he had to have 
a blood test taken. He wouMn't let the nurse take the 
sample. He used the equi^ent and took' the blood 
frpm himself and handed it to her. 

Daley ^as told tliat it could lie a lifetime before his 
body could completely recuperalte from the heavy use 
of drugs. "I can feel myself getting stronger all the 
, time.'.' 

"I have lost teeth, my eyesight has been impared 
and my heart Tikrts, 

"A drugaddi^ has' Ills drugs and that is his whole ' 
life. He bj^tiiiem.. It's his breakfast, his dinner 
and his supper.'' You've got to have your drugs. When 
you take the addict off dru^^ you have taken his life 
away. You've got to give him something to hold onto 
to make him a new life. 

"You have to give him complete niew moral values, 
a pew attitude about the whole world around hini; 
different friends, a career, and a place to go. All of 
that was taken qyer by the drugs before, everything 
was the drugs." 

"To the addict th^ drug problem Is blown out of . 
proportion," Daley said, "l>ecause they relate to 
drugs. >But the actual problem 1^ great — terribly 
gireat — a monster,^^-Daley said. "It has, started to , 
taice over the whole world, really. It's everywhere, 
from the snnallegt' town, right up to the-largest city, 
there are drugs. 

"If I^went to any town, from the size of Dedo, or 
Jerome^ I could get anyting I wanted, from 
Marijuana to heroin.

"I can talk to the parent group and they will be 
really enthusiastic, start this and start that Lets do 
this, and.wUl you read this. The next day it's gone and 
you don't hear anything more about it. They do no 
more about it; its over with. 

"You would have to stay with them every day 
their lives to get them t6°do anything. The kids want 
to know and they are concerned. 

"The one's th^t are on drugs don't give a dannn, no 
matter what you say. They aren't going to change 
their mind until they find the light to quit using drugs, 
or die. 

"Kids at the age they are starting on drugs now, the 
way they are and the way they will live i^Just being 
molded. They are just like putty, bend them that one 
way and th^iS the way they are going to grow.

It does not attempt to evaluate broader legal, 
economic or social Issues Including the consequences 
of law enforcement for personal marihuana use even 
though they are important andmust be considered In 
a complete discussion of the overall problem. 

As we examine the drug in its various natural and 
sj-nthetic forms, however, It becomes evident that the 
deceptively simple question posed is highly c&mplex 
find marihuana Is not a single, simple substanpe of 
uniform type. 

It consists of varying mixtures of different parts of 
the plant. Cannabis sativa, with j^ychoactlve 
properties ranging from virtually nonexistent to 
decidedly hallucinogenic in its stronger forms and at 
high doses. - 

Unfortunately, much of the discussion in lay and 
sometimes scientific forums ignores this very basic 
and important fact. 

' Most of our American e:^)erience has been limited 
to the widespread relatively infrequent use of a 
rather wealt form of marihuana. Early research 
' dealing with'the drug is inevitably faulted by the fact 
that it iT difficult to be certain just what potency 
material was involved and at what dose level. 

Although the principal active Ingredient in the 
plant is thought to be Delta-9- tetrahydrocannabinol, - | 
miich remains |to be learned about the chemistry of 
marihuana and related substances. ' 

Even the form in which the drug is consumed may 
make a difference in the consequences of use. It is 
quite possible, for example, that when smoked the 
material takfen into the body differs significantly 
h-om orally consumed drug. The route of absroptlon, 
whether through the lungs or the digestive tract, may 
also make a significant difference in the con- 
sequences of use. 

Virtually all of the American data indicate that use 
of marihfiana has rapidly increased over the. past 

several yeirs. WhUe the number oLthose^wh<Uiave 

tilM the subSance at som7>)int in their lives 
remairjs a minority of ih« population it is continuing 
to increase rapidly. W some high, school or coUege 
settings it is virtually certain that « majority havt at 
least tried marihuana. ' 

WO aboUl on6 toTl^ auffeSl Hi 
seven w«s using it on a wieldy Wr more frequent ' 
basis. Hgh school use has generally lagged behind 
that of colleges and universities, although in areas of 
high uae as many as a third to a half have exr 
perimaated with it. While comparable data are not 




available for non-school attending youth there is - 
reason to believe that levels of use are at least 
comparable and for school drop outs are probably 
higha*. i; I 

In some west coast high schools which ^ave had 
relatively high 'levels of iise there is evidence that the 
increase in use ma^ be decelerating and even' 
declining. The lilcelihood of continuing, persistent 
use overman extended period of time by large numbers 
is not Icnown at the present time. 

Middle class users have tended to be individuals 
from higher income families attending larger, non- *' 
religiously affiliated urban universities rather than ' 
small, denominational colleges. However, as the 
number of users Increases they l>ecome less clearly 
distinguishable from the more general youthful 
poji'dation. As use tiecomes more widespread there is 
reason to believe still younger as well as older 
populations are becoming involved. 

Rather than being restricted to our own affluent 
society, marihuana use as a recent source of concern 
is a prpblem in many countHes of the world. In at 
least three other E^glish-jp^ldng countries this 
concern hasled to the appointment of commissions to 
exa mine t he pr o blem and to issue reports (Can ada. _ 
England and New Zealand). 

While in 19S6 the United Nations Conunission of 
Narcotic Drugs^estimated that over- two hundred 
million people made If'egular use of cannabis, it is - 
very likely the number is now substantially larger. 

Tfcelnillrof this f epo i l inafces d e ai U i at whBet^iere — 
is much yet to be learned about cannabis, thei-e is a 
substantial body of information at present available. 
Much of it is, however, of only lunited immediate 
reljeylance to the question of the long-term health 
implications of use. 



A range of studies have been poBducted of the 
drug's acute effects, as is true I of ;Wiier drugsv 
generaUy the effects^ are cloajely related to"^ the 
amount (that is consumed. TherT" t*--"general 
agreei'n^l that at the usual levels of social usage the 
typical subjective effects are: 

Alteration of time and space perception, sense of 
euphoria, relaxaUon, well being and disinhibition, 
dulling of atttotlon, fragmentation, of thought,' im- 
parled tiinunediate memory, an altered sense of 
identity, exaggerated laughter and increased 
suggestibility. Other less common effects are diz- 
ziness, a feeling, of lightness, nausea, and hunger. 

As doses hi^er than the typical social dose are 
consumed more pronouncea tnougnt distortions may 
occur including a disrupted sense of one's bwii body, a 
sense of personal oriFeallty-of being unreal, visual 
distortions of reality or psychotic-like symptoms 
become increasingly common if the dosage used 
becomes extremely' high. 

}Xost users smoke to the point of "high" which they 
find pleasurable and |t^ which they are able io control' 
thei effect. It is, however, difficult lo predict in- 
dividual reactions. 

Rarely, individuals may become quite anxious or 
panicky on even lowTbesMTWhaT eaten, effects are 
less predictable an^ mpre_ difficult for the user to 
control. ' 

In addition to, the amount of the drug that is coh- 
sumed, the set and setting of use are inlrport&nt 

fattoraJm_j[etenDlntog ma rihuana's subjective ef ^ 

fects. Set refers to the attitudes, mood, expectations 
and bdiefs which the individual brings to the drug 
using experience, ^ting represents the external 
circumstances surrounding the experience.

Thus a relatively emotionally neutral laboratoi^ 
setting may evoke very different responses at a given 
dose level than might a more typical setting of social 
usage surrounded by other drug users. A situation in 
which the Individual is depressed or apprehensive 
about the dnig's effects differs markedly from one-in 
which the user is more sanguihe and.looks forward to 
the drug experience with eager anticipation. 

The degree I of personality integration, 
psychological rigidity and the presence or absence of 
psychopathology Are all 'important contributors to 
one's subjective reactions to.^narihuana or other 
psychoactive drugs. '' 

All of these psychological aspects also play a role in 
what is often referred to as the "placebo effect; " 

The placebo effect is the response to the substance 
based not on its pharmacological activity but on the 
totality of expectations brought about by the set and 
setting of use. It.b^not uncommon for individuals 
consuming a psycmactively inert material to ex 
peri en ce subjective effects lyhich they erroneously 
attribute to an active drug. 

PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF ACUTE 
MARIHUANA USE 

Physiological changes accompanying marihuana 
use at typical levels of American social usage are 
reiatively few. One^of the most consistent is an in- 
crease in poise rate. Another is a reddening of the eyes

Although enlargement of the pOplIs was an etJlier 
impre&ion, more careful study has indicated that 
this does not occur. Blood pressure effects have been 
Ineonsistwt. Some/ have reported slightly lowered 
blood pressure while others have reported small 
Increases. 

Basal metabolic rate, temperature, respiration 
rate, lung vital capacity and a wide range of other 
physiological measures are generally unchanged 
,pver a relatively wide dosage range of both 
naarihuana and the synthetic form of the pripolpal 
psychoactive agent, delta - 9 - THC. ~ 

Neurological examinations consistently reveal no 
major, abnormalities during marihuana intoxication. 
However, some igvestigators have found a small 
decrease in leg, hand and finger strength at higher 
dosages. Some decrease in hohd steadiness and the 
ability to maintain balance occurs as dosages in- 
crease. 

Although users often report enhanced sensory 
awareness in the drugged state, objectively 
measurable Improvements In visual acuity, 
brightness discrimination, tonch discrimination, 
auditory acuity, olfactory' threshold or taste 
discrimination have not been found. Some small 
changes, in electroencephalograph (EEG) findings 
have been detected but the significance pf these 
results is in doubt . ■* 

From the standpointof lethality, 'cannabis products 
must be cotuited among the safer ^of the drugs in 
widespread use. Death directly attributable to the 
drug's effects is extremely rare even at very high . 
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pgrELLECTUAL' AND MOTOR PERFORMANCE 
Changes in time sense have definitely been sRswh 
to take place during manihuana intoxication. There is 
a tendency to overestimate the passage of time par- 
ticularly while engaged In some activity. 

A wide rdnge of tests of intellectual functioning an^ 
of psychomotor performance ( the ability to precisely 
Coordinate sensory perception and muscular per- 
fomnance) have been carried out under conditions of 
intoxication: As might be expecte<|, the degree of 
impairment is dose related. It also varies miring Oie' 
period of intoxication. | ' - ' 

Generally, the more ciomplex and deknandlhg tt^ 
task tp be performed the greatei-. is the de^jree df 
im p air n i e nL Siropig^nd^erytamltt&r laUta such as 
reciting the alphabejt or repeating a brief series of 
numbers are least likely to be ^fected at relatively 
low lose levels. As the task becomes more com- 
,. plicated, however, decrements in performance do 
become apparent. Inexperienced user^ tend to show 

i^^rs. 

Because of the importance the automobile assumes 
in our society, the effect of marihoana on driving 
performance MA fundaip^tal interest One widely 
reported finding using'a driver simulator was that the' 
performance of marihuana using drivers was equal 
on the average to that of a non-Intoxicated control 
group. 

It is, however, important to note that this was based 
on .a ^In^. study of lnto»icnted^drivers-under-^test 
conditions that migbt be expected to bie highly 
motivating. In addition, half the drivers in the ex- 
perimental group, flid more poorly than did the 
control group. T|Hiisi lisuggests that the abihty to 
compensate forihe effects of marihuana - to suppress 
the "high" — niay differ markedly from individual to 
individual. The relevance of this work to more typical 
driving conditions is not knipwn. ' 

It is noteworthy that in another series of studies not - 
direcUy concerned with driving, ifnarlliuana in- 
toxicated subjects consistentiy answered, "No!" 
when asked, "Do you think you could drive, a car 
now?" Preliminary results of a study of attention 
skills believed to be among the best predictors of 
actual driving performanq^ have shown performance. ' 
decrements under marihuana use similar to those 
found when drivers have consumed moderate 
amounts of alcohol, Additional much needed research 
on driver performance and other complex motor 
tasks is currenUy in progress. 

Marihuana users consistentiy report that their 
^hprl-term and immediate memory while under the 
infioence of the -drug is Interfered with. Systematic 
rgspafch evaluation generally confirms this. More 
complex functions such as learning a number code, 
using such a code for encoding a series of numbers, 
understanding a written paragraph or spoken speech 
are all interfered with even at the moderate levels of 
typical American social, usage. 

This is believed to reflect difficulty in retaining, 
coordinating and indexing over time those membries, 
perceptions and expectations demanded by the task 
being performed. 



ACUTE PSYCHOTIC EPISODES 

Acute psychotic episodes precipitated by 
marihuana intoxication have been reported by a 
number of investigators. These appear to occur in- 
frequentiy, usually at high dosages, but may occur, 
eve n at levels of social u aaye, tn.Jgrticuljgly^ 
susceptible individuals. Heightened susceptibility 
appears to be more likely Jn those who have 
previously had a marginal psychological adjustment 
especially in the presence of excessive stress. 



MARIHUANA AND BIRTH DEFECTS 

A basic concern with any drug substance coming 
into wide use is the possibility that it may affect fetiil 
mortaHty or fetal development (i.e. may be 
teratogenic) in such a way as to bring about ah- ■ 
normaT^ffspring of pregnant users. 

It may also conceivably affect unborn generations 
by causing chromosomal changes (i.e. may be 
mutagenic) that persistenUy alter the genetic 
heritage. Thus far there is littie evidence that 
marihuana or related materials , 46 this. While 
prelimhiary studies of ' the effects of Injecting 
"irrelatively large quantities of cannabis or related

There is no evidence to suggest that marihuana use 
in humans affects fetal development Despite the l*^..

EFT'-ECTS OF LONG-TERM CHRONIC USE 

While a good deaiia knowaabout the acute effect of 
cannabis and the la boratory findings to date 
generaU) correlale^^ 
is known^ about the implications of liShg term chronic 
use. In fe'wexperinjental studies has marihuana been 
administered to humans for extended periods. These 
periods have been limited at most to a few weeks. 
1 1 In addition, earlier studies of. both acute and 

' chronic use have provided no indication of the exact 
amounts of psychoactive material involved and so it 
is difficult to compare those flndli^gs with those of 
contemporary research. Over a period of Just under 
si.v veeks. one investigator found' only small 
ph\ siological changes when individuals were per- 
mitted to consume the drug freely in whatever

The issue of long-term mental deficit is an ex- 
ceedingly complex one in which the . lack of suf- 
ficiently sophisticated methodology may be crucial: 
The problem of determining harmful effects of 
chronic use and especially of psychological harm as a 
result of using a driig substance whose effects are not 
dramatic is very difficult.) 
U nless the type of deflcttjs e^iecially distinctive, it 



This includc|S not 
only such drug substances as caffeine, tobacco and

As use of marihuana comes to include a wider 
spectrum of the population it is important that we 
learn its effects on those whose phsrsiological fiuic- 
tioning is to some'degree impaired or who suffer from . 
physical or psychological disabilities. Such effects 
must' be studied o^er a wide dosage range and in 
various use patterns. • ' 

From a psychosocial point of view it is essential 
that we come ta better understand the-ldifferent 
patterns of drug use, their implications, fpr social 

functioning and th nw fnrtnra iphlnh fnnhrlhiifw in 



IS likely that the same symptoms will be exhibited by 
many non-drug users. Furthermore, unless the harm 
done to the user is so grqss as to be noticeable in a 
high percentage of users, it may' readily be attributed 
to other factors such as poverty or poor nutrition. 

Toljacco furnishes an apt example of the difficulties 
encountered in demonstrating even physical hazards 
of use.'tt was only after 'many years of use by a. 
substajitial segment of the population that the role of 
smoking in the development of various types of 
diseases was recognized. 

- It should be noted that concern has t)een expressed 
that nnarihuana when smoked in large quantities 
miglit l>e expected to have similar carcinogenic ef- 
fects to those associated with cigarette smoking. 

There is, however, no present evidence to suggest 
that marihuana is cancer-producing. 
MAKIHUANA AND THE USE OF OTHER DRUGS 

It is generally conceded that marihuana use does 
not necessarily lead directly to the use of other drugs. 
On a worldwide basis there is little evidence of a 
progression from the use of marihuana, to that of 
opiates or hiallucinogens;. 

However, those who fuvi use of marihuana highly 
attractive, may also be«tfi-acted tc-the-U^e of other. ' 
drug substances^which may be popular among Iheir 
peers. These may include stronger hallucinogens, 
amphetamines and the opiates. While it is triie that a 
high percentage . of heroin addicts have used 
marihuana as well, most marihuana users both here 
and abroad do not appear to be attracted to the use of 
heroin.

FUTURE RESEARCH DIRECTIONS 

It is evident that much remains to be learned about 
rtiarihuana, hashish and related materials. Utile is 
as yet kpown about the implications of chronic use 
particiiUrly at lower dose^levels and less frequent 
intervals. Although much can tie learned from animal 
rescjreh, in the final analysis the most crucial in- 
formation with respect to long-term human use can 
only be obtained by careful observations of .' 
chronically using groups here and aboradr Such' 
research is currently being carried out. 

It is important that we leam more alx>ut the 
possible interactions between marihuana use and

A pretty young female user said "one day a pusher 
is selling and then the next day he buys for his own 
use."

WHAT ARE NARCOTIC DRUGS? 

The term narcotic refers generally, to opium and 
pain-MlUng drugs made from opium, such as heroin, 
morphine, paregoric, and coddne. These and other 
opiates are obtained from the Juice of the poppy fruit. 

Several synthetic drugs, siu± as Demeral and 
Dolophine, are also classed as narco^cs.Opiates are 
widely used in medicine as pain Icillers: Cocaine, 
made from coca leaves, and" m^ihuana, are 
classified legally but n^ chemically as- narcotic 
drugs. " i 

Since heroin appears to be the narcotic used by 
most addicts today, the following questions and 
answers deal mainly with heroin.* 

What is narcotic addiction? ] 

When the abuser of a narcotic gets "hoolced"^ 
meaning addicted — his body requires repeated and 
larger doies of the drug. Once the luibit,fetans, larger 
and larger doses are required to get the sam& effects. 
. This Jiapiiens l^ause tlie twdy develops a tolerance ^ 
for the drug. 

One of the signs of heroin addiction Is wltJidrawal 
sickness. When the addict stops using the drug, he 
may sweat, slialte, get ciiills; diarrhea, nausea, and 
suffer sharp alxlominal and leg cramps. Modem 
treatments help t^e addict tiirough these withdra'wal 
stages. ' ' [ 

science nonr has Hew evidence that the body's - 
physical addiction may last mudi Itonger than 
previously believed. 

There is another kind of drug dependence con-, 
nected with the use of narcotics. This is known as 
psydiological dependence. That is, taking the drug 
also becomes a habit for emotional reasons. 

For example, the addict comes to depend on the " 
drug as a way to escape facing life. 

Narcotic use «:an l>ecoma even more of an escape 
than eipected. because large or unexpectedly pure 



.doses can — and not uncommonly do — result in 
death. 

What is the effect of heroin? 

Typically ,-\the first emotional reaction to heroin is 
reduction of tension, easing of fears, and relief from 
worry. Feeling "iiigh" m^ be followed by a period of 
inactivity Ixjrdering od stupor. 

Heroin, which is usually mixed into'a liquid solution 
and injected into a vein, appears to dull the edges of 
reality. Addicts have reported that h^rqln_''makes 
my troubles roll off ray mind," and "makes me feel 
more sure of myself." ' 

The drug depresses certain areas of ttie brain, and 
may reduce hiuiger, tliirst, and the sex drive. 
Because addicts do not usually feei htmgry, their 
hospital care may include treatment for 
malnutrition. The drug may also reduce feedings of 
pain.- 

Withdrawal symptoms appear in the addicted 
person about 18 hours after the drug has tieen 
discontinued. 

In general, many factors influence the effects of the 
drug. These incltide the user's personality, the size 
and frequency of dose, and how the drug is taken. 
Who takes narcotics? 

Studies by the U.S. I>ublic Health Service show that 
tieroin addiction today is found chiefly among young 
men of minority groups in ghetto areas. 

Of the more than 60,000 tuiown addicts listed by the 
Bureau of Narcqtics and Dangerous. Dnigs, more 
' thanlialf live biKew York State — and most of these 
in New Yta-k City. Recent figures show that more 
than half of the addicts are tinder dO years o^ age. 

Narcotic addiction in the United States is not 
limited to the heroin users. Some middle^ged and 
older people who take nah»)tlc drags regu'arly to 
relieve pain ctfl also become addicted. So do some 
people^ho can get drugs easily, such as doctors, 
nurses, and druggists. Studies show that Piis type of 
addict has personality and emotional difficulties not 
much different tnm other regular -narcotic users.

"If someone doesn't give the drug user something 
to hold onto besides drugs, they will go back to where 
they know how to live, with drugs. 

"The problem is so Ug that you Just can't stomp it 
because it will stoini^ ytf^ .back when you try. Vou 
have to come around and go in the other door, try it a 
different way. 

"You've got to get them to open up to you before 
you can help them. Hundreds of the kids want help. 
It's such a sad thing that there is no place for tho<fi to 
go, What makes It worse is that it is hard to jgil-the 
answer. It becomes discouraging and people ^p and 
want to go back to shooting to get rid of them. They 
have a tendency to get mad. 

"Even the drug addict has a tendency to get mad, 
or he wouldn't bb there.'Vou could talk sense into his 
head, but before you talk sense into his head he gets 
riled and radical dnd gets up and leaves." 

Daley has been off of drugs sinpe April 16, 1970. 
"The day I got busted," he says./ 

-Bie^hePoin-habft was coating oLley about-$10a^ 
*140 a day. He said he wasn't ha\^gio come Jiji with ' 
that miidt mioiney because he was dealing to other 
users for what he would use. 

At one p(hnt his mother turned -hinf in because 
somebody had seen him hitting himself up and had 
told his mother. It scared her so much, she turned 
Daley in. The authorities promised her they would 
give him help. 

He spent 60 days in the county jail and then Daley 
was put on probation. He Ijegan to travel around the 
western United States but he was still a user. He said 
the first thing he did when he got out of Jail was-^ 
look for a hit. 

The beginning of the end of Rodney Daley as a drug 
addict came one night when he was working in a gas 
station in Jackpot, Nev. He and two other friends 
were "pretty well loaded" and they-att.empted to rob 
a casino in the town. 

After they had robbed the casino, they escaped with 
the money. They were soon apprehended and taken 
into custody in Wells, Nev. j ■ 

Daley spent six months in the Elko Courily^JSilT 
There he went through cold turkey withdrawal 
from heroin addiction. 

That was the last time he has ever been on drugs. 
"While I was in Jail I broke ^y habit," he sais. 
"While I was in4>ere, I woke up and realized where 
I the hell I was going. I. fdund that if 1 was going to 
combat my problem, I was going to have to face ii 
myself. 

"When I gotout gf jail, I could tell I still didn't have 
it beat. You can beat a physical tiabit in a day or a 
couple of days, but it may take a lifetime to beat the 
psychological habit." 

Daley toys he has since beaten the psychological .' 
habit. He was sent to probation officer Floyd Higens 
in Burley at his own request. Higens gave him 
something to do to keep Daley busy in his spare time. 
He made Daley write the story of his problem in 
speech form. And Higens made him do it over and 
over again until it was perfect. 

It was then Daley . started spealcing to different 
people about drug addiction. 7 

He has spoken to the Idaho Peace Officers i 
Association, high school graduation -tflasses and. 
many service and church groups. 

Daley plans on going into probation work as- his 
career. He is now a sodology major at the College of 
Soutl^m Idaho. He plans to go to Boise State College 
bachelor's degree. He said he, also hopes 
iterjs degree. Daley's grade 
"B'slnfee he started back 
rool. ife 'attained a straight A grade point one 
semester. ' .-^ 

Daley is noir counseling thre6 drug users on 
probation. "You hav^ to slap them in the face and 
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make them see where they are at first before you can 
really be of help. Otherwise, they know they are right, 
what they are going to do is right, and nobody 
is going to stop ihem." This includes the 
habitual marijuana user, he- said. 

"I never received any effect from marijuana, 
ever. Still there is something there that makes 
people feel that they have to keep using it. 

"A person can giet radical using marijuana >— you 
can't talk to him akxtut It — you can't give him the 
opposite side of view. There Just isn't any way he is 
going to listen, t>ecauseh6 knows he is right. 

"They have been taught all of their lives that if you 
smoke marijuana, it is going tp kill you — that you 
are going to die. That ts before the kid uses it and 
when they smoke that joint they find they don't die 
. and H'a a lie. And everything you tell them afterward 
j' is a Ue. 

I.. "The same thing is true with LSD. They try it the 
, first tiine ^d they don't freak out, so everything 
anj^.one had'told them before aliout LSD is a Ue. 

"It is hard to tell or exp'tain what it Is like to be 
under the influence of LSD. You feel good inside the 
same way you do when you get dnink — you feel high, 
except it is more smooth, more pleasant. 

"It is possible to see flashing lights or to hallucinate 
ahd it's possible to freak out a^d see nl^pnsters and 
Everything else but it's'^not probablie.''

BURLEY — "'We. are not trying to persecute these 
Wds," Cassia County Sheriff Ray MltcheU says of 
users of illegal drugs. 

"This isn't our idea. We want to try to get them in 
and try to put a stop to it," he said. "We want to make 
them realize it isn't good for them — help them morel 
than anything else."' 

"I would say there is a inajor drug protdem. The 
way I look at it is, if there are any drugs at all being 
used or circulated among the young people, there is' a 
major problem," the sheriff said. 
, - "I'm sure that if we don't keep working, on the ' 
marijuana endof the problem, we are golng'tffliai'e a 
lot of kids go onto harder drugs," Mitchell said. 
- He said that if the traffic in marijuana is stopped or 
slowed, down by enforcement and education, the 
young people may turn to harder drugs. 

Sheriff Mitchell cited the parents as both a source of 
the problem and a place to start stopping the 
protdem. 

He said that he and the prosecuting attorney speak 
at schools, churches and other organizations. 

"What we are trying, to do is get aU of the in-i 
formation we can to tbe-^arents so they will know 
what to look for. "He said if the parents watch their 
youngsters and talk to the child about drug problem 
in the early stages of bis life before they have a habit 
formed, they are a lot easier to get off of it" 

"These youngsters know as much about these 
drugs as anybody, and the parents don't." . "The 
parents don't know what to look for and the effects of 
it." 

Mitchell said that many times he has found that the 
kids hrive gone on a trip on prescription pills the 
parents use. 

"A lot of these prescription pills that the parents 
use to cure certain ailment can be dissolved and the 
kid injects them right into the blood stream. They 
take effect right away and a lot of them are v'ery 
harmful," Mitchell said. 

"We must educate the parents to lieep all the dif- 
ferent kinds Of pills they have to take, away from 

their Wds." '\ 

"I think a lot more parents arc talcing more interest 
when their children reach an age they can be af- 
. fected. He qdded that they are becoming much more 
cooperative since they have realized there is a 
problem. 

•Any law enforcement officer needs the help from 
any source he can -get it from." Mitchell said the 
officers have told mothers and fathers if they suspect 
their youngster of using a drug to work with the 
-depaxtmentand-tunUhe child in. He said ttU? way Ute 
problem often may be stopped before the child 
becomes addicted. 

Mitchell said it often has worked out wtoll when 
par^ts have reportpd their own boy or girl. 

"We follow the regular channels. We get a search 
warranrand go through tT>e acbjal proc^ure as a 
real bust of a{)erson or pot party," he said. 

MltcheU explained when the- youth goes to court, 
the sibiatton is explained to the court. He said the 
youth is generally put right on probation. ' 

"A big share of Oiem stay right on their probation 
and many stop the habit" "We do have one once in a 
while that breaks probation and they are back in ♦ 
here. Hk^' are then dealt with a Utile different and 
are usually given a Uttle more severe probation. 
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I Amphetamines jat-e stimulants to \he centr^ 
nervous system best ktiown for their ability to combat 
fatigue and drowsiness. " , 
They can kill. 

They were first produced in the i920's for medical 
use. Amphetamines still are sometimes used to curb 
appetite Ih medically supervised weight reduction 

programs.

■stimulants are amphetamine (t>enzedrine),' dex- 
troamphetamine (dexedrine), apd .^etham- 
phetaamine, (methedrine). |_

WherT ampnetamih^ are prescribed by a 
physician, moderate doses can stop fatigue and 
produce a feeling of alertness, self-confidence and 
well-being. ~ " " " : 

Heavy doses cause Jitteriness, irritability, unclear 
speech aiid tension,' according to the report. 

The psyiological effects of stimulants include: in- 
creased heart rate, elevated blood pressure,' heart 
throbbing and rapid breathing, according to U. S. 
Department of Health reports. j 

They also cause pupil dilation, dry mouth sen- 
sation, perspiration, headac^hes, diarrhea and 
paleness; They also depress the appetite. 

Chemically In the body, amphetamines stimulate 
the release of norepinephrine, a substance stored In 
nerve endings, and concentrate' it In the higher 
centers of the tn-ain. This action speeds up the action 
of the heart and the l>ody metattolism. 

These stimulants are now prescribed by doctors for 
depression and weight control for overweight per- 
sons. " 

Doctors also prescrit)e these drugs for airplane 
pilots, astronauts and others who can use them as 
medically . directed to ward off . fatigue during 
dangerous and prolonged tasks, according ' to 
Department of Health Education and Welfare in- 
foripation. 

t^W Health Services reports say benzedrine, 
dexedrine and methedrine do not produce physical 
dependence or addiction as do the narcotic drugs. 

The body does not t>ecome physically dependent on 
their continued use, but instead develops a tolerance 
(o these stimulants with larger and larger doses 
Required to produce results, according to health 
department report. 

According to the Mental Health Administration, 
stimulants can create a psychological dependence. 

Stimulants are also dangerous because they can 
drive the user to atlempt what would normally be 
beyond his endurance, leaving him exhausted, HEW 
says. 

Heavy doses may also cause a temporary toxic 
psychosis or mental derangement which requires 
hospitalization. 

It is usually accompanied by auditory and visual 
hallucinations. Abnipt withdrawal by heavy drug 
users can result in a deep and sometlmea niiddal - 
depression. 

Overdoses of methadrine can cause death even for 
heavy users of the -drug. 

Dnsanita^QT iiiJecUons^of speed can cause -serum 
hepatitis and abscesses. 

Mainlining speed can cause abnormal heart rate, 
and iQay result, in a mental derangement and long 
term personality disorder. 

Alwut 20 |W cent of all medical prescriptions for 
mood-affecting drugs are stimulants. The amount 
produced by the drug industry each year is enough to 
provide- each American with 25 doses of these drugs. 

The Food and Drug Administration reports that 
about half of this supply lenters illegal channels for 
nonprescribed use.

RUHKHT — Two. years ago' Judg^' .Sherman J. 
Bellwood gained national attention i when he sen- 
tenced six Minidoka drug offenders to relatively stiff 
prison terms. ^■ 

Today Judge Bellwood says he has no regrets about 
the court case of two years ago and maintains a stem 
loyalty to America's youth. "I have great faith in the 
majority of America's youth. You can read more in 
the news media about the small htiihority than you 
can about the great majority doing good things." 

In his own court, he said, the number of drug- 
related cases is on the decline. The judge admits, "I 
don't know the reason." 

-.^Jli&problem which does exist, he said, is l>aslcally 
one for the community to deal with tind not solely a 
question for the courts. 

Judgff B4?llwfKMl .said hA wo 
youthful drug offenders involved in the courts. 
' -' 'We need places where you can defer young people 
and direct them away from the courts," h^ said.

illegal in the United States. Yet it is unlawfully 
produced in makeshift latwratories, and many 
people, including up to 7 percent of the students on 
some campuses, have taken it. 

Other less^kfiown but powerful hallucinogens or 
psyched^nt (mind-manifesting) drugs include 
pcyote, ipescaline, psilocybin, DMJ, and STP. 

An average dose of I.SD, amounting to a speck, has 
an effect that usually lasts from about 8 to 10 hours. 
Users take it in capsule form or in a sugar cut>e, 
cracker, or cookie, or they can lick it off a stamp or 
other object impregnated with the drug. It increases 
the pulse and heart rate. It also causes a rise in blood 
pressure and temperature, dilated eye pupils, 
shaking of the hands and feet, cold sweaty palms, a 
flushed face or paleness, shiveriiig, chills witlrgoose 
pimples, irregular breathing, nausea, and loss uf- 

appetite. ^ . 

The drug is not-physically addicting in the way that 
narcotics are. That is, the body does not develop a 
physical need for I JSD or physical sickness when it is 
withdrawn. 

What are its psychological effects? 
People who use ISD say that it has number of ef- 
fec'ls.^the first effects, they indicate, are likely to be 
sudden changes in their physical senses. WaHs may 
cippear to move; colors seem stronger and more 
brilliant. Users arc likely to "see" unusual patterns 
unfolding before them. Flat objects seem to stand out 
in three dimensions. Taste, smell, hearing, and touch 
seem more acute. One sensory impression may be 
translated or merged into 'aftiother; for example, 
music may appear asu color, and colors may seem to 
have taste. \^ 

One of the most cotifusinn' yet common reactions 
among users is the feeing of two strong and opposite 
emotions at the same tinJe — they can feel both happy 
and sad at once or relaxed and tense, Arms may feel 
both heavy and light at the same time. 

Users also report a sensation of losing the normal 
feeling of boundaries between body and space. 
.J Sometimes they'believe they can fly or float with 
ease. 

Effects can be different at different times in the 
same individual. Researchers have found that even in 
_ cacefuUy-^ontrg^led-Utljdiei^ responses-to the drug 
cdnnot be predict^. For this reason, users refer to 
"good trips" or "bi^ t|!^p's^' to describe their ex- 
periences. 

Among LSD's otiier effects on the user is the loss of 
his sense of time. He doesn't know how much time is 
passing, but he does remain conscious. 

Docs the drag affect thinking? 

Scientists report that the LSD user can reason 
lo^calljr, iq> to a point, while undergoing the drug's

effects. He usually remembers after the drug wears 
off much of what hajipened to him. He may, for 
example, have become fascinated with an object in 
the room, like a chair or a vase. On larger doses, he 
may feel mystical and report a sense of rebirth or 
new insights. But he is often unable to explain his 
— experience 'to others. Many medical authorities feel 
that chronic or continued use of LSD clianges values 
and impairs the user's powers of concentration and 
ability to think. This may lead to a tendency to drop 
out of society. 

Does LSD Increase creatlvily? 
Some users believe that LSD can heighten their 
senses, and help to make them more creative. But 
studies of^ paintings, writings, and other works 
produced by drug users have failed to support this 
viewpoint. In many cases, works performed by 
people after they used LSD appeared to be noUceab 
poorer than beforj^. 

How does the drug act? 
Just how LSD works in the' body is not yet known 
But it seems to affect the levels of .certain chemicals 
in the brain and 4o-produce changes in the brain's 
electrical activity. 

Animals experiments witti LSD suggest that ihe 
brain's normal filtering and screening-out process 
becomes blocked, causing the brain to become 
flooded with unselected sights and sounds . 

Some studies of chronic LSD users indicate that . 
they continue to suffer from an overload 'Of 
stimulation to their senses. Researchers believe this 
may explain /he regular user's inability to think 
clearly and to concentrate on a goal. 
~ ^' Is LSP dangerous? 

Recen t repo rts frtgrr hospitals in a rea s w here LSB- 
is used without close }i^edical supervision warn of 
definite dangers. These dangers include: j ) 

1 . Panic. Because he cai^ot stop the drug's action, 
the user may get panicky and fear that he is loslhg his- 
mind. . .( 

2. Paranoia. H<.j may become increasiijgly 
suspicious, feeling that someone is trying to h^rm 
him or control his thinking. THIS feeltaig -Kenerally 
lasts 72,hiiurs after the dliig has worn off% 



3. Recurrence. Days, weeks, or even months after 
the individual has stopped using I.SD, the things he 
saw and felt while on the drug may recur and make 
him fear he is going insane. 

4. Accidental death. Because the I.SD user may feel 
that fSTcan fly or float in the air, he may try to leap 
but of a high window or from other heights and fall to 
his death. Or he may drive or walk in front ofia 
moving car because he thinks he can't be harmed. 

Does LSD cause mental illness? 
Reactions resulting from use pf LSD range from 
great worry, panic, .and deep depression to border- 
line and severe mental derangement. Medical ex- 
perts point out that the overwhelming ^orri^s ai:id 
fears that can accompany the I.SD experience,, qre 
sometimes disturbing dnough to cause acute and even 
long-lasting mental illness. 

Does LSD cause birth defects? 
A rt'umber of investigators are studying the effects 
of I.SD on chromosomes. These are the tini threads 
of matter in the nucleus of every cell that carry 
genetic or hereditary information and guide repor- 
duction. Several scientists have reported that the 
ug causes chrorrjosomal damage or changes when 
It' is added to a tissue culture of white blood bells. 
Othe>s report that ^e chromosomes of individuals 
who 'ffTesurriably hav^ t^ken LSD show unusual 
breaks. They warn that this mav possibly cause 
abnormalities in the offspring of LSD users. 

Some researchers have reported fetal damage 
when 1.SD was given to pregnant rats and mice, and 
others have described hunian birth defects, in 
newborns whose mothers said they took LSD. 

No conclusj^ve or direct link has yet been found 
between T3D aTia chrofnosoihal EreaksT^nor has it 
been found that ^ch breaks cause birth defects. 
Soine changes In the cells are temporary and not 
permanent But the preliminary evidence is arousing 
the concern of scioitists. 

Until further research throws more light on the 
questi^W, medical authorities warn that the drug 
must be considered a definite risk, and women of 
child-bearing age are particularly advised not to use 
the druR. 
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Authoritarian 
role hinders

BURLEY — A state parole and probation okicer 
says drug users really want him to be able to help. 
But, he says, he still has trouble because of his 
authoritarian position. 

Floyd Higens, who is stationed In Burley, deals with 
some convicted of .crimes Involving drugs. Others, 
arrested and on probation for other crimes, also are in 
trouble through drug usage. 

"I believe about 90 per^cent of them want to get 
caught and want to get off dri^gs," Higens said. 

"They want to talk about it. They want to get away 
from it. They want you to convince them they 
shouldn't use drugs. 

"They want to get off, but they want someone to get 
them off. They haven't got the strength to do it 
themselves.'-'

said "you or I or anybody from the Bureau of Drugs 
can talk to them and preach to them— throw statistics 
at them day in and day oiit— and It doesn't mean a 
thing. AU it is is a' boring subject. 

"The first problem I have here Is that I am a figure 
of authority. I have to sit here and try to convince this 
individual to trust me— to listen to me and trust me. 
It's hard to do and hard to get the person to listen," 
- Higens said. j. - 

Higens said he dwells on trying to figure out the 
"why" of drug usage In his probationers and 
parolees. He wants tq know why they started in the 
first place and why they went farther into it. 

"You'd be surprised. The answers I get are con- 
' trary to what comes out by these professors and 
psychiatrists. These kids who have really been using 
the stuff will give you an altogether different type of 
story," Higens said. 

"As far as using marijuana," he said, "the biggest 
share began using it." Higens said anytime ''you get 
one who tells you he's iwed i;^ and smokes it all of the 
time and 'it hasn't hurt me' you can tell he's hooked 
on it already. 

"PsychologicaUy he's hooked—they just won't quit. 
I've never seen one that will unless they're ready in 
.. their own mind physically and mentally. You can sit 
and (alk to them and they will sit tnere ^nd nod and 
agree with you, and five minutes after they leave you 
they will drop a Uttle acid or smoke a little pot," 
Jfiigens said. 

"I'm convinced parents are starting too late in 
trying to educate their children. They may suspect 
use sometime or other but become afraid of it. They 
then wait until It is too lat«. 

-'"I think the mistake most parents make is when 
* they sit down to talk to their child they have a ten- 
dency to want to get mad and upset over it. This 
doesn't help matters. 

"The first thing they should do it to take them to 
someone they can -trust or believe and work with 
them," he said. 

"There are a lot of things they just aren't going to 
listen to their parents about. Some [>arents have been 
smart enough to turn their children in when they 
— found-them-using-stuffr-They- < tho-ehild) may hate 
their parents or be mad aoout It," Hlgfc..s'said, "but 
after they have quit they change their minds and 
understand what it did to them. 

"The parents' fear of exposure has created more of 
a problem th^h anything. They are afraid the nelgh- 
txirs are ^ing to know that 'my boy or my girl' is 
involved. Instead of trying to help, they try to cover 
everything up until it has. gone too far and they are 
long gone," Higens said" '» 

"Xhen they get nolielp'^rwn anyt>ody. They can't 




reach them," he said. . 

' ' Parents should be educated i .tore and as far as the 
kids— you qren't going to teach them any more than 
they ah-eady,'know about it." Higens said. "Some 
users tell me they are bored with this movie 
education stuff because they know it isn't true. You 
take some harid core user who has been through the 
mill and the kids will listen to him. It hits them right 
on the nose. But," Higens' said, "you 'can show them 
all the movies yo u wanmnd all it Is is a boring sub- 
ject" , 

Higens said the kids don't listen and "I cdQ seejvhy. 
Statistics don't mean anything to the kids and the 
reason they will listen to the ex-addict is because they 
know what they are talking aboiit ahd they know they 
are honest. (Buf^ ttfey think I or anybajdy else, as a 
police or probation officer, simply represent society 
and try to con the kids as far as drugs." 

Higens said he did not believe the drug situation in 
Yds area has increased. "It has dropped," he said, 
"simply because it hasn't increased." 

"There is not as many trying It. using It and staying 
with it as there used to be. For the last year and a half 
Qvfaame old crowd that was using It is still on drug^," 
he said. 

"I think it's letting up. The newness is starting to 
wear off. The more It was publicized, the more It was 
used. Personally, I think it was publicized too much." 

"More curiosity seekers tried It because of the 
interest and stimulation. Many will tell you that they 
had never thought about It or heard about it until they

saw all the fun things -the guys on TV did. They read 
about it, then they want to get In on It — like trying 
alcohol." 

■'Drug cases are dowrn some now. Twenty per cent 
are charged with the possession of enumerated 
druys," Hegens said. 

"It has always been a problem and it will always \x 
a huge problem. However you look at it — bad checks 
and burglaries are bad problems. But I think because" 
hippies have made th&drug idea so popular, It makes 
the problem larger than it really is." 

"With probation In many cases, it boils down to 
whether th^. guy needs stronger supervision to help 
- JUm get oli't of It or whether he Is Just going to be taken 
In, fined a few dollars and told It iS naughty, naughty 
ahd turned loose. We have a position where we can 
work a little, harder to help them. 

•VA proltation officer can force them or demand 
them to bo something," Higgen^ said, "We have the 
authority from the courts to do with a person what 
needs to be done." 

"I discJL^ged him too quickly," Higens said of one 
youth he had on probation who liad a drug problem. 

"He dld|Sit in the county jail for a while. I decided 
'this didn't help him at all. He had many family 
problems so I got him out of the bad environment. 
The boy," Higens said, "was highly intelligent but 
didn't have the moral power to get away from drugs 
or to combat the normal reactions of living in this 
society. He. had resorted to drugs and removed 
himself from reality. This is one reason they give for 
using it," Higens said. 

"Others have violated their probations. I've talked 
-JBith them and known they have used-dcugs. Uiave 
known they kept on using them while they were on 
probation. I could have violated them and sent them 
to the pen at any time if I w4nted to, but this wasn't 
the solution. 

"Each person is an individual frase. You've got to 
get through that make up to the' bottom of what you 
know. The first problem I have here la that I am an 
authority figure with all the power of the courts and

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Federal 
penalties 
in effect 



The Comprehensive Drug Abuse Prevention and 
.ContraL AcL-Of 197D, passed in October 1970, has^ 
revised the Federal laws concerning drug abuse and 
serves' as a model for similar laws in the States. The 
Federal schedule of penalties, effective since May 1, 
1970, is summarized in the following. 

MARIHUANA 

Under the new Federal legislation, possessing or 
giving away marihuana is a mis d emeanor in s tead of_ 
a felony, and minimum mandatory penalties for such 
offenses are abolished. However, the penalties 
remain heavy. 

Possessing or giving away a small amount of 
marihuana with no charge may bring up to 1 year 
imprisonment and-or a $5,000 maximum One. Punish- 
ment becomes more severe for a second and sub- 
sequent offenses, which are punishable by im- 
prisonment up to 3 years and^r a maximuni fine of 
110,000. 



Heavy punishment confronts a person, at least 18 
years of age, who- distributes or sells marihuana, 
even for a trivial sum, to one who is under 21 years of 
age. . 

For a first offense, the penalty is imprisonment for 
iip^toWryears^and-ortr^athflOO-fineirhic 
years imprisonment and a $45,000 fine for second or 
subsequent offenses. 

If a person is under 21 on a first offense,, he may be 
placed on pVobation hi lieu, of sentencing and the 
official record of his arrest, trial and conviction may 
be erased after satisfactory completion of probation. , 

Persanf%vQlved in a continuing criminal en- 
terprise iface penalties of 10 years to life fer the first 
offense, plus a |100,000 fine an^ forfeiture of profits 
resulting from the enterprise. A 8^»nd offqRse will 
bring 20 years to life, and a $200,000 fine. 

Many Sta^ laws are more severe than the Federal 
law, dealing with marihuana as if it y^e a narcotic. 
' STIMULANTS ;% ^ 

These drug^afe legally available oq|y on a doctor's 
. prescription, ynder' the new legislation. Illegal 
possession is piunishable as follows: for a fir;^t, of- 
fense, Imprisonnient uf up to 1 year and-or a 
maximum $5,000 fine. ' 

Unlawful distribution or possession with intent to 
distribute may bring up to 5 yeans' Imprisonment 
and-or a maximum $15,000 fine and a required 2-year 
special parole Vetm ( except that cocaine is subject to 
stiffer penalties because it is legally considered a 
narcotic). ~ 
' Involveipent Ln-a continuing criminal enterprise 
carries a penalty of from 10 years to life im- 
prlsonment, and a mqximu m $100, 000 fine and for- 
feiture of profits froni and interests In the enterprise 
that is in violation of the Act, if it is a first offense. 

For a second or subsequent, offense, penalties are 
doubled. A person who is at least 18 who distributes

"^HJe is Subject to imprisonment and-or fine twice that 
otherwise authorized. 

I SEDATIVES 
Like the 'stimulant drUgs, the sedative drugs are 
available only on> prescription. The Comprehensive 
Drug Abuse- Prevention and Control Act of 1970 
controls abuse of the drugs in two ways. It provides 
for regulating manufacture, distribution, and 
possession. 

Thus, all registered manufacturers, processors,^ j 
and their suppliers, wholesale druggists, phar- 
macists, hospitals, clinics, public health agencies, 
and research laboratories must keep accurate • 
records of receipts and outflow. No prescription for a 
controlled drug older than 6 months can be filled, nor 
can refills be made more than five times in a S-njonth 
period. 

There are also strong penalties for illegal 
possession and distribution. The new Federal law 
replaces old penalties for illegal possession and 
distribution established under previous legislation. 

Illegal possession is punishable as follows: for a 
first offense, imprisonment of up to 1 year and-or a 
maximum $5,000 fine. Unlawful distribuMon or 
possession with intent to distribute a barbiturate 
listed in the ^ive schedules containing drugs with the 
highest abuse potential may bring up to 5 years' 
imprisonment and-or a maximum $15,000 fine, and a 
required 2-year special parole term for a first of- 
fense...-. — - - ' . 

Involvement Ui a continuing criminal enterprise 
( large scale trafficking) carries a penalty of from 10 
years to life imprisonment, and a maximum $100,00<) 
fine, and forfeiture of profits from and interests in the 
enterprise. 

For second and subsequent offenses penalties are 
doubled. A person .who distributes barbiturates ' 
illegally to som e one u nder 21 years nf age Is^bjaa, - 
if it is a first offense, to imprisonment and-or fine 
twice that otherwise authorized.

For unlawful possession under the new 

legislation, an offender is subJM to a maximum of 1 
year hi Jail and-or a $5,000 fine. 

On a Brtst offense for possession, a person under 31 
may be placed on probation, with his conviction

Ketchum chief link s 
abuse^ resort areas 



I . KETCHUM — Resort towns are probably more 
siibject to drug violations than other cities of the 
same size within the state, according to Ketchum 
Police Chief Dennis Haynes. — 

Haynes said the situation is due to "the influx of 
transient people from all parts of the Unijted States 
and foreign countries." 

Hie Ketdiiun Police .Department has made about 
20 drug arrests in theHast two years, Haynes said. 

He said; to ttate, that he had not seen any increase 
in the drug proUeni. But "/as more people come, into 
the area," he said, "we're bound to have a bigger 
problem." 

Hie individuals arrested on drug charges cannot be 
classed according to age or income ^level, Hay^s 
said. He said the dlepartment has arrested 
"everything from juveniles up to age 43." 

Similarly, he said, all types of drugs have been 
confiscated, including peyote, LSD, mescaline and 
speed. ' ' . 

No heroin has shown up in the area, he said, 

"because itisdifficultforaaaddict to supportaJiabit . 

here." Haynes said that one addict in one year could 
cost a community atiout $75,000 in thefts and 
burglaries. 

"It's easier for a heroin addict to sustan a habit In a 
larger area without being detected," Haynes said. 

The sources of drugs coming Into Ketchum are 
varied, he said. Marijuana is imported from Mexico, 
but also from "everywhere else in the United States." 
Drugs &*om California include mescaline, LSD and 
speed. 

And, Haynes said, "because Ketchum is a tourist 
area, some of those inclined to use drugs bring them 
with them." 

Information on drug abuse, he said, is generally 
given to his department by. informants. Ketchum' 
police officers then investi^te Ihe-information and 
build their own case, as Haynes said, "so we can 
bbtain an Affidavit and search warrant without using 
the informant's name." 

"It trices a lot of time, a lot of off-duty time," he 
said, "to Investigate all the information that is given 
to us."

Barton said that the use of drugs "is a symptom of a 
form of escape." High school users, he eaid, "are 
searching for something or trying to escape from 
something." 

The. principal said tliat drug usage in the high 
school was not as big a problem this year as last year. 

"Drinking," he said, "is more widespread and a 
little -more acceptable to the nnajority of the 
. students." , _, - _v 

He estimated that out of 4 10 students at Wood River 
High School, only four per cent have "babitual drug 
problenns." . , 

But Barton stresses stimillating the student's in- 
terest in other activities. rathW than taking punitive 

act ion against the drug user^ 

"We donTcaianhe user in high schooL^Ve don*i 

feel like a police force," he said. 
. "We found," Barton said, "that if we can get the 
student tO|take a strong interest in school, then the 
drug user problem is no longer the dominating factor 
in his life." 

A girls' gymnastic dass journalism program and 
more art classes are now being offered to students. 
Barton said. The school hopes to expand its industrial 
arts and music program as well aa start a 
photography dub. 
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TWIN FALLS — "I think we know every pusher in 
the county," says Twin Fallis County Sheriff Paul 
Corder. 

"If we could make SO key arrests we could sure hurt 
' the drug traffic in this county,"' he said. 

Corder said if the law enforcement agencies could 
reach out and get all the pushers at once, it would all 
but stop much of the traff ki. It would stop much of the 
action, and the ones tiiat weren't caught would 
probably leave. 

Corder said he belieyes 75 per cent of the users in 
the area are experimenting. They try some drug 
t>ecause their friends have tried it. The friend then 
urges them to experiment,. Corder said. 

"There are still a lot more good kids than bad," 
Corder said. He said 30 or 40 pushers- cause the 
trouble and spread dru^ use. He said each one can 
influence a large number of young people. These 
kids in turn Influence a large number of young r 
people." 

Corder said the drugs are cbnbentrated in the hands 
of the pushers but thby cause the damage by 
distribu,ting it. The pusher may be a heavy user 
supportinS his habit, or may have a legitimate 
business front. He said a heavy user may not sell any 
at all. 

Corder said "We try to get pushers out of cir- 
culation any legal way we can." One recent case was 
one of a yoiing man who the sheriff's department 
knew was a pusher. But they could notf<c^tch hjm In 
the act of selling. They finally did catch and convict 
him for burglary. 

, He said the problem of working together properly 
Iklsts an over the country. "There Is a certain amount 
of Jealousy between the different departments." 
What difference it makes to who makes an arrest is 
.more than I can figure out, Cordor said. 

"Because if you put your information together, that 
is most importarvJ — getting the person out of cir- 
culation."

He said it is important to get the evidence away 
from a user or pusher and destroy it. Corder said many 
enforcement officers have t>acked down from a 
search because they knew evidence may t>e illegal 
and taken away in court. Corder said the important 
point is that an officer has taken that much dope out 
of circulation even If he loses the evidence in court. 
' ''I'm real bitter on the drug traffic because I've 
seen what it is doing to the young people. If we can't 
salvage this generation we will have problems in the 
next generation," he said. 
Corder said he has ivad informants teli him of 
i-people letting t|ieir three, four or five year old kids 
smoke marijuana. "You Just know what the child is 
going to be t>efore he gets out of grade school— an 
addict" 

"We'll keep right on pushing on this drug problem 
' 'until weelimihate it or hold it to a minimum." 

Corder said that the Neatest drug traffic is in ISV 
and marijuana.! "We gauge the amount of use from 
the complaints We get," Corder said. 

He said a person may see another's children or 
their chll(^en!s4riends acting suspicious so they Call 
'.in and describe the situation to the sherlfTs depart- . 
' ment. ' 

"Its different with a person.^ drugs and one o^ 
alcohol," he said. "y(p can generally talk to the . 
drunk and get some reasoning." 

"He may be a bappy^V " drunk but you can still 
talk to him. " "But a person out on drugs— it Just takes 
a split second to change Ms personality, Just like 
tuniii]|g on a light switch. 

Carder doesn't tl)i^ the problem ia going down, but 
says, "I like to think weju« holding our own." 



TWIN FALLS — "I feel ^at the drug problem has 
definitely been overemphasized," says a member of 
the T win Fa jls High School administration. 

"A great number of people feel that all of the young 
people are l)ec6ming involved in it in one way or 
another. But I would sayllod^ that there is les.s than 
five per cent of the high school-people involved in it," 
says Richard Baun, Twin FallsJiigh School dean of 
students. 

"By that'figure, I would mean occasional users as 
well as regular users," Baun said. 

"I definitely believe that many people aren't giving 
the students credit for knowing what they are doing," 
Baun said. ^ 

"As far as drug use is concerned, according to the 
students I have talked to,' to most of the kids it is the 
'out' thing now — the 'in' thing now Is drinking Coors 



beer, again." 

"I think it ruiis in a cycle. Drug use was very 
popular about t^o years ago and rnany of the kids did 
try it" But of the 1,521 students in the school, Baun 
siaid ^e thought only 30 or 40 were users now. ' 

He said the ones that are going to get involved are 
going to get Involved anyway and the smart ones are 
not in mbstyjases. 

"For those individual who are involved, 'in drug 
use' In most cases, we have mothers and fathers who 



are not taking the time to be a mother or a father. 
They jdon't care where their kid goes or if they do 
know that he is out, they will shrug their phoulders 
and s^y 'well he is out' and they don't care about their 

Ud." 

Baun said that he thought there was no evidence of 
harder than marijuana drugs around the school. He 
said most of the drugs the kids nperiment with are 
those stolen out of their parents' medicine cabinets. 

The kids tell Baun that they steal these because they 
know what the pills are and "boy what a high or boy 
what a low they give me.'' 

"I feel that the students do know a great idettftibout 
drugs. However, many of them think there is no harm 
in marijuana, but I disagree with them very stroijigly, 
just as if someone said there was no harm in 
ciKarettes or whiskev. ' 'I 

"I feel, depending on the Individual; for aotpe 
people, boo^ is the worst thing In the world, a(nd 
cigarettes is the worst for others because it has been 
proven that it is relative to lung cancer. 

"I have talked to students who have used the stuff 
and they do tell me this, they do get high on the stufi. 
They do get a high quite similar to a drunk. They feel 
as if they were handling their automobile very well 
but the people in it with them will tell them that they 
were not"
